Libraries respond to council's 
request for improvement options

Library officials, who (Hi Apil 29 Hrst 
presented a building plan that would take 
the city's libraries into the 21st coitury, 
returned this week with modified 
proposals for the next six years that 
involve a cumulative real estate real 
estate tax increase of 5.1 percent. 

Although the building plan would 
expand library facilities from 152,146 
square feet to 247,800 square feet at an 
estimated cost of $37.7 million, library 
director MarcieSimms told City Council 
at a woric session Tuesday Uiat the city 
would still leave Virginia Beach 10,200 
square feet deficient in library ^nce

standards established by the state, which 
call for .6 squae feet per oqjita. 

The original proposal of April 29 
required a lax uicrease for funding rangii^ 
from 1.8 cents to 6.9 cents. The library 
board had asked council to schedule a 
referendum for last year. But council, 
faced with an expected referendum request 
from the School Board, delayed die 
library proposal until both the library and 
school needs could be studied together. 

A school building referendum is being 
planned for diis year.

and budget, said that he had received a 
request from the school system for a 
$132.7 million referendum. He said this 
would translate into a tax increase of 
41/4 to 4 3/4 cents. 

In presenting proposals this v/esk, 
library officials were responding to an 
ordinance passed by City Council on 
Sept. 2 requesting the city manager to 
review the scope of the prcqiosals, 
modify the proposals to ensure dieir 
fiscal feasibility and to present a plan to 
City Council within 90 days for the 
initiation of the design of selected 



renovations and the preliminary design 
for a library in the General Boodi 
Conridar. 

The latest plwi also responds to council 
instructions in the ordinance to 
collaborate with the school system to 
share facilities. The new plan also 
addresses this dkective. 

The first option requires no increases in 
the tax rate. Three additional options 
offer a sequential plan of improvements 
requiring varying increases in the lax 
rate.

Re-enacting slavery 'All in 
a Day's Work' for teacher 



Thomas Sledge 
offers insight into \ 
plantation life at 
Land l-louse

Thomas Sledge doesn't just study 
history, he lives it 

On Saturday a special interpretive 
tour, "AH in a Day's Work: The 
Plantation Slaves," will be led by 
local historian and Great Bridge High 
School teacher Sledge at Uie Francis 
Land House. 

Infcvmation from Princess Anne 
County court records, wills and 
inventories will be employed in diis 
unique program explaining the daily 
lives of die slaves on die Francis Land 
plantatkm during the 18di century. 

Vicki Harvey, museum education 
specialist at die Francis Land House, 
noted that one of the common 
misconceptions about slaves is diat 
diey only worked die fiekls. 

"They were also coopers, 
blacksmidis and seamstresses," Harvey 
said. 

"Our biggest artifact is die Francis 
Land Ifouse which w«s probably built 
by slave labor, so you're locking at a 
commimity of, in many cases, skilled 
people. And I diink diat is one of die 
dungs diat Thomas Sledge brings out 
in his tour." 

Sledge had been portraying George, 
a servant on the Francis Land 
planution, in the house's annual 
Twelfth Night celebration when 
Harvey approached him with an kiea 
for a new program which would focirs 
on die lives of the plantation slaves. 

He liked die idea. 

Tdbe m(Ke dian willing to dp it." 
Sledge remembered telling Harvey. "I 
had to do some research, and she came 
up with some papers for me also. 
That's how 1 got involved in diis." 

Sledge's interpretive tour begins 
with an explanation of what die daily 
lives of the slaves woe like — die

Belt aiKi buckle-'em 



Child Passenger §afie%^^Xwareness Week, 
Feb. 8-14, offers the chance to leam some 
new ABC's: 

■ Airbag safety; 

■ Buckle everyone; 

■ Children in back. 

During this week, police departments and 
sheriffs offices across the state will be 
enforcing laws requiring the use of safety 
belts and child safety seats while transporting 
youngsters. Not only is it the law, buckling 
them up saves lives and miUions of dollars in 
health care costs. 

Anyone stopped for transporting an unbelted 
youth under age 16 will be ticketed. 

The Virginia CoallUon for Childhood Injury 
Prevention and the Virginia Department of 
Health remind drivers that: 

■ From birth to age 1, or until the child 
reaches 20 pounds, an infant passenger must 
be facing rear in an infant or convertible child 
safety seat. Never put an infant in the front 
passenger seat when there is an airbag. A 
deployed airbag can cause fatal head injuries. 

■ Children weighing 20 to 40 pounds are 
safest in a forward -mcing convertible child 
safety seat. Parents should avoid the urge to 
"graduate" children out of child safety seats 
too soon. 

■ Booster seats protect children who have 
outgrown their child safety seats, but who are 
not large enough to wear a safety belt 
correctly. Booster seats eliminate the 
incorrect safety belt M that puts a child at 
risk for more severe spinal and Internal 
injuries in a crash. 

■ Children are safest -when they are buckled 
up in ifa^ back seat. 

Coalition and health department statistics 
show that 83 percent of children under age 4 
are not secured in a child safety seat, or they 
are placed in one that has not been properly 
installed. Or, they may be unknowingly 
placed in a defective seat. 

With that In mind. Concerned Citizens 
Advocating Traffic Safety (CCATS), a Hampton 
Roads organization, is conducting its annual 
Used. Borrowed and Abused Child Safety Seat 
Round-Up throughout February. 

Surveys and Inspections show that many 
parents and caregivers purchase safety seats 
from garage sales, thrift stores or have been 
given old seats from friends and relatives. 
Many of these safety seats are unsafe because 
of missing parts or incorrect routing df straps. 
Others are outdated or have been recalled by 
the manufacturer. Safety seats that have been 
involved in a crash are also unsafe and should 
be replaced. 

The 1998 goal is to collect these used and 
potentially dangerous seats so they cannot be 
reused. In 1997, the round-up collected a 
mountain of more than 600 safety seats. The 
culmination will be a ceremonial crushing on 
March 10 in downtown Norfolk, where a 
bulldozer will roll over hundreds of unsafe 
seats. 

As an incentive to turn in old safety seats, 
participants will receive a $5 reward courtesy 
of The Safe Kids Coalition and AAA of 
Tidewater. They can be turned in at any AAA 
of Tidewater or DMV Customer Service 
Center, or c^ CCATS, 498-2562.

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Chaos in the Virginia Capitol

Viifinia has never se«i anything 
like it. The Virginia House of 
Delegates had iu opening session 
in the hoise that Jefferson built on 
a hill overlooking the beautiful 
James River. 

The opening of the House oi 
Delegates is a solemn occasion 
when we renew the democratic 
tradition in the Old DominiM that 
is oldiNthan America itself. Tht 
House has had opening sessions 
since the time of Oeofge 
Washington, but the House never 
had an op^iing session like this 
one. 

For six hours Republicans and 
Democrats fought bitterly fiv 
control of the people's Hiraae. 
Democratic dominance of die 
chamber was called into question 
because Just the night before, 
special elections wereheU in three 
House districts anxmd Ae 
conmonwealth to fill vacant seios. 
Republican candidates won the 
seats making the {Mfftisan split SO 
Democrats, 49 Republicans and 
one "indqwndent" who might as 
wellbeaRqwblien. 

"What's the fuss?" you might 
ask. Why not seat the new 
dd^tes and decide how to run the 
House with a partisM split? There 
was the little matto- of the law. It 
normally takes a few days for the 
local election board and state 
election boards to verify die 
electicms and midce sure there were 
no problems. 

Tliia constiUtionaUy apj^taptiut 
timetable was not to Gov. Allm's 
liking. He wuiied to usher in a 
Republican House of Delegates 
before he left ofHce. After all, his 
political fund spent $230,000 in 
199S trying to make it so. 

Allen could not persuade die 
Sttte Board of Electkns to d)«idon 
die law. He could not pemode die 
circuit court to see things his way. 
In the end, Allen petitioned die 
Saptemt Court of Virginia to 
ratify his decisimi to fill dtose 



vacant chairs without properly 
counting die baltots. 

Hie court rejected Allen and so it 
was up to the House of 
Republicans to figure out a way to 
stall the vote for Speaker of the 
House until the State Board 
certified Iheir candidates' victories. 

For six hours Rqiublican 
Delegates read from Jefferson's 
manual of parliamentary prxedure, 
made rambling speeches and 
generally tried to grind die 
proceedinp of die House to a halt. 
Meanwhile, die diree newly elected 
delegates w«t "swcrni" into (rffice 
by a Republican party activist who 
alio happens to be a notary public. 

Lee Ware, Harry Blevins and 
Michele McQuigg dien wait to die 
floor of die House of Delegates and 
raised their right hands along widi 
die 97 certified members of die 
House of Delegates and took die 
oadi of office. The dute mavericks 
then took their seats in die 
chamber, even diough diey had no 
voting righu. 

For die next six hours House 
Republicans read from Jeflinson's 
manual of parliamentary pocedure, 
made boring speeches and generally 
tried to gum up die works so diat 
t{ie clerk of die House, Bruce 
Jameson, could not call for a vote 
to elect the new speaker of die 
House. Republicans were truing to 
pull off die political equivalentc^ 
the old "four comers" play in 
baskediaU. 

Teams used diat play before die 
advent of die 30-second shot ckxk. 
They would pass the ball between 
four playvs and just hold it till die 
clock ran out. Republicans hoped 
to delay die game until die State 
Bottdof Elections could cmify die 
electicm to office of dieir dute new 
coUei^ues. 

Widi 49 votes die Rqiublicans 
would then be Joined by die 
House's lone independent Lacy 
Putney, a supporter of Geoqe 
Wallace for president and a solkl 
Republican vote, would be 



pemiaded to join dieir caiKus and 
become the new Speaker. If die 
Republicans could hold out long 
enough. Putney would Join dieir 
new membenjo become a foreeof 
SO that could deny die Demooats 
die spetktr'i chair and control of 
die House. But not on diii day. 

Jamerson hadto go to die InMant 
replay and review a ruling he had 
made evlier in die day. While die 
NFL does not have instant Rfday, 
die Virginia House of Ddegain 
does. Jameson found diat he had 
been in error and die De m ocrat s had 
control of debate on die floor, die 
Democrau pounced and called for 
an immediate vote for Speaker. The 
Republicans howled in pnmi 
"Illegitimate Powerl" beUo^ed 
Delegate Bob MardudL 

"Shame, Shame, Shamel" 
shouted Republicans in unison as 
JusUce Carrico administered die 
oath of office to newly-elected 
Speaker of die House Democrtt 
Tom M(Ms. 

Moss tried to quiet the proiett 
widi soothing words of 
conciliaUon but to no avail. Mon 
pitched aside his prepared ranarics 
and told a reports diat he oouU 
have die Republicans cleared from 
the room, but of course dutt 
wouldn't look ^lod. 

By die end of die wedc, Mou, 
was q)eaktf of a 100 member 
House, widi die support of oidy SO 
members. Negotiations are being 
held to develop a "power riiaring 
agreement" between the pvties. 
Republicans are likely to acUeve 
parity in committee ani^iments 
and gain chairmanships of some 
committee. 

The Democrats refused to 
surrmder under fire. They will now 
do so at die negotiating table. A 
century of Democratic control of 
V^ginia's House of Delegata hai 
come to an au). Widi a bang.

small, yet strong neighborhood li- 
braries to an integrated library sys- 
tan capable of jwoviding mcMC in- 
depih reference service, public meet- 
ing nx)ms and continued strong, full- 
service neighb(Khood libraries. 

When the Central Lilnary (qxaied, 
the Virginia Beach Public Library 
system became the first public li- 
brmy in our area to have a puUic 
online catalog. 

Ten years later we're proud to be 
one of the first systems in Hampton 
roads with its library catalog on the 
World Wide Web. I can even look up 
magazinearticlesonthelibrary'sWeb 
Site and read them, withoutevo^ leav- 
ing my de^. 

Ten years ago citizens rushed to 
the new Central Library, checking 
out more than 350,000 items in the 
first six months. On the very first day 
the library opened, the checkout line 
was sometimes 250 feet long, even 
though books were being checked 
out at the rate of 23 books a minute. 
The Central Library is still a very 
busy place. Now it circulates about 
1.2 million items each year. More 
than five million people, or about 
14,000 per week have visited the 
library since it opened. They come 
not only to check out books, but also 
lousethelibraiy'stwomeetingrooms 
and 2S0-ae*t auditorium, wMch are 
always fully booked. 
And they come for infwmation. 
Central library's information staff 
iae answered hundreds of thousands 
of requests for infnmation at the two 
publk information (tesks and through 
the teleph(Mie reference Krvice. Indi- 
vidual citizens are the most frequent 
users of our excellent refoence ser- 
vices, but I'm toU television stations 
andnewspiqiers call for backgroioid 
ifrformation on their featured st(wies. 
When the Central Librvy cq)aied, 
the lilnvy's main reference collec- 
tion moved from its crowded quar- 
ters ui a small room at the Bayside 
Area Library. Among the dictionar- 
ies, encyclopedias, almanacs and 
other reference bodes, there was a 
tiny collection of business reference 
materials and a small collection of 
books about local Princess Anne 
County History. 

Ten years later the business refer- 
ence collKtion is much lager and in 
great demand by both individual citi- 
zens and business. Two years ago 
library staff reorganized the Local 
Hisu»ry/Genealogy section to make 
it easier to use. 

There are mx only many bocks 
avaiUA>le for people researching their 
families, txit also microforms, includ- 
ing the census information (ox Vir- 
ginia from the first census in 1790 
through 1920, which is the moSL re- 



cent infOTmatkin released by the gov- 
ernment 

So many interesting and exciting 
events have occurred at our city's 
Central Library during its 10 years. It 
has been a host for popular childrai's 
authors such as Paula Danziger, Marc 
Brown and Maurice Sendak. The 
Friends of the Library brought film 
notables including Charlton Heston 
to the library for their evening film 
series. 

Did you know that the Friends of 
the Library, the group that runs the 
semiannual book sale at the Pavilion, 
also runs a gift shop at Central Li- 
brary? Everything they earn goes lo 
fund library events, including author 
visits and children's programming 
during the Summer Reading Qub. 

Central Library staff began the 
annual Adult Summer Reading Club 
in 1990 and presented the popular 
"Romance Between the Covers" 
Weekend in 1996. Foilowine the Prin- 
cess Anne High Schod fire several 
years ago. Central Library served as 
the temporary school library, with 
students bused there f<v regularly 
scheduled library classes. 

Most people think only of the pub- 
lic parts of the public library, where 
they get help fw their questions and 
check out books, videos and other 
materials. Have you ever wondered 
where lilxary m^oials come from? 
How do they get on the litoary cata- 
log? Who keeps the catalog software 
and hardware running? These are 
aoKHig die tasks of the sx^ppoa ser- 
vices agencies. Collection Manage- 
ment, C^oging S^vices and Auto- 
mated Services. 

I learned diat they are also part of 
Central Litnary, having moved into 
the building from tiny offices and a 
trailer at the Great Neck Area Library 
lOyeare ago. They ^lectand process 
materials, create and maintain the 
catalog and Web site, and keep the 
computers nuuiii^ for the entire li- 
l»ary system. 

Like our city, our library system 
has grown and ch^ged since I was 
first qjpointed to the Library Boa^ 
in 196(5. Now there are 97 emptoyees 
at the Central Libray alone, more 
than woe in the entire library system 
30 years ago. 

I understand that more than 600 
volunteers have contributed more 
than 73,000 hours at the Central Li- 
l»ary since 1990. Some pec^le have 
been volunteering itf Central Library 
since it qiened and several ate so 
dedicated that they genotnisly give 
their time not only at Central Library, 
but also at other libraries. They he|p 
repair, check-in and shelve materi- 
als, keqp the shelves in order, i^ocess 
new materials, search for requested 
books and lead tours. The library 
could not function without them. 

Coitral Libnffy has served the cili- 
zois of Virginia Beach well diffing 
its first decade. I know our ltl»ary 
system (k}es a good job, and our citi- 
zens agree. In recent surveys more 
than 90 percent d^citizaisq]|XDve(rf 
the job the library is doing aid those 
who didn't waited more bodes and 
mae basts of qjoation. 

For many citizens, the librvy re- 
ally is "Central to their lives."

Michelle Tillander's life pursuits, family 
and «!ucation always came back to one 
thing — art. 

In college, she eventually made the 
decision U) follow her heart Today Tillaider 
is Virginia's newly-named Outstanding 
Elemoitary Art Teacher of the Year. 

"My mother and grandmother were very 
art- and craft-oriented. My mother has sewn 
all of her life. Quality-wise it's professional. 
She's EiBOpean, and when she came to the 
Stam she thought she might get some type 
of fashion degree. She actually competed in 
competitions and won several awards. But 
unfortunately life was a little different 
raising children. Both my parenu had to 
work to survive. The same with my 
grandmodier. who was very involved with 
her hands making lace and everydiing," she 
said. 

pilander is achieving what previous 
getaerations only dreamed of: a career 
utilizing her god-given talents. A self- 
described "independent female," Tillander 
was detennined to "go have a career with 
no desire to get married." 

Inspired by two role models — a high 
school art teacher and an uncle who was a 
sculptor — she began studying art at 
Moravian College in Bethlehem, I^. after 
dabbling in science. She calls the latter 
"essentially a male's field, ttough I could 
hold my own." 

The more she saw science, the less she 
liked it The more she diought about art, the 
more she liked it 

"I sensed a greaer humanitarianism from 
the art students dian the science students," 
she explained. "I was very discouraged 
because I thought to myself, 'These 
(science) people are intense. Too intense.' I 
didn't see any compassion for humanity. 
Everything was about the grade. It took me 
to my sophomwe year to realize that" 

After graduating from M<Mtivian College, 
Tillander enrolled in the joint master's 
degree program at Old Dominion and 
NcHfolk Stale universities. She didn't set out 
intentionally to be a teacher. 

"I still don't know what I want to do with 
my life yet" she chuckled. 

While she's making up her mind, 
Tillander has proven an exceptional art 
teacho'. Employed by Virginia Beach City 
Public Schook since 1990, she worics widi 
artistically-gifted studenu at the OU 
Donation Center. 

"I'll Aay with teaching as long as I keep 
growing. The minute 1 stop growing, I'll 
chanip it" she said. 

Tillander explained her philosophy a< 
teaching. 

"Learning is a two-way dialogue between 
die ieacho- mid the students," she said. "It's 
give and take, push and pull. It's not 
standing up and dictating. You don't want to 
inhibit their activity." 

She believes that art should be taught 
widiin die context of 20th-century culture. 

"Man has been making marks on walls for 
over 50,000 years," she wrote in her 
application for Virginia Art Education 
Association competition. "Communication 
dirough the visual component and written 
language has deteriorated as we become 
passive in this technological age. 

"As a contempmary artist," she said, "I 
must deal with Uie realities of this culture. 
Therefore, as art educator my role is part of 
the energy that molds and shapes 
contemporary ideas in students. Art 
education should produce both artist and 
child." 

Tillander Relets to put her own abilities 
to the test by teaching artisUcally-gifted 
children. 

"When I was in a regular classroom, I 
didn't feel I was challenging my ability to 
do what I had to do. You could argue that 
and say, 'If you're really good you could 
take diose kids at dut level and challenge 
them.' There are just some children who 
don't need or want any more art. They're 
content to learn about the diree (Himary 
colors, how to mix them and what they 
make. That's what they want; Uiere's 
noUiing wrong with Ui^ But, forme, I felt I 
was wasting my aiulity." 

Tillander m^ys the "passion" she sees 
each day in die faces of her stucfena.

"It's important to me. When I work widi 
these kids I push myself. They have a 
different way of seeing, a different attitude 
about art" 

Finding balance between the teacher and 
artist in herself in also a challenge for 
TillaiKkr. 

"What happens is in die 'ego land' — I've 
gotten the award for teaching. Now I have to 
do the other." she explained. 

That's not to say Tillander hasn't been 
rewarded fw her artistic abilities. A mixed 
media . artist who prefers painting, 
photography and digital imaging, she has 
been honored by the Tidewater Art 
Education Education. Arts Council of 
Richmoad and others. 

Hie most recent accolade was nice, she 
said, but work is not done with the 
expectatk)n of rewards. 

"You just try to do die best you can." she 
smiled.

R.C. King raising 
funds vioience

R.C. King picked up the 
bowling tall, strode the few 
feet tt) the alley and launched 
the ball <k>wn tlK lane for a 
arike. 

Fi^en seconds passed 
befoie another ball left King's 
httids for a strike, just one of 
thtMuands of strikes King will 
log in the caning days. 

' The Virginia Beach resident 
was trying to enter the 
Guinness Book of Worid 
Recwds yet again Friday at 
AMF Bowling Lanes on East 
Little Creek Road by breaking 
his own marathon recOTd of 14 
consecutive days of bowling. 

When he leaves the alleys at 
noon on Feb. 14. the 49-ycar- 
jld father of four hopes he also 
will have raised part of $2 
million in donations for and to 
bring attention to the issue of 
domestic violence. 

King admitted physically and 
verbally abusing a woman he 
lived with for five years. He 
said that behavior is behind 
him now. Hie hopes that his 
R.C. King Foundation will help 
local organizations like the 
Norfolk YWCA to provide 
counseling for families 
involved in domestic violence, 
man a 24-hour confidential 
hotline, and distribute 
educational material on the 
subject 

"Every strike I make is a 
strike against domestic 
violence,** King during one of 
the five-minute breaks he's 
allowed each hour. "It's not 
right. And men get abused as 
well. We shouldn't be hitting 
each other. It just shouldn't be 
th«e.**

King's words were nearly 
(bowned out by the bevy oi 
recreational bowlers drinking 
beers and enjo^ng themselves 
a few lanes away, seemingly 
oblivious of the bespectacled 
crane operator m lane 58. 

What wasn't hard to sec was 
the supp(vting cast that joined 
King in his fund-raising efforts. 
Virginia Beach resident and 
co-worker Nino Brown kept 
score, Norfolk's Evelyn Bryant 
timed each game, and 
Norfolk's Samuel Pierce 
barked "ready, set, go" every 
IS seconds. 

That let Talbert Wilson of 
Norfolk know when to hand 
King the ball. A few seconds 
later. King strode confidently 
back to the end of the lane, 
alternately resting his forearms 
on the shoulders of volunteer 
helpers Kenisha Lewis and 
Cathy Miller. 

"I'm not even a bowler." 



Miller said during a break. "I'm 
interested in in b^ause of the 
cause, but I'm learning a lot 
about bowling." 

Overseeing the whole 
q}eration and the 80 volunteers 
who will assist King over the 
two-week period was Nedra 
Carr, armed with a stopwatch 
to make sure that King br(dce 
the 24-hour record. The old 
record stood at 53,510 pins 
before King unofficially broke 
it with a pin total of 53.548 by 
noon Saturday. 

He bowled a total of 263 
games in those 24 hours, 
rolling four balls per minute, 
averaging 13 games an hour, 
and bowling 141 games in 
which he averaged at least 200. 
His highest score during that 
period was 299, his lowest 149. 
Despite a training regimen 
that included sleeping just two . 
hours a day, all that bowling 
can take its toll. That's where 
Carr came in. 

The Newport News resident 
IS responsible for organizing 
the volunteers who massaged 
King's leg's every hour, 
supplied him with the 32-ounce 
bottles of water that he drank 
every two hours, and keeping 
tabs on the plastic boxes that 
contained complete changes of 
clothing. 

Shoes and bowling balls are 
perhaps the most important 
element of King's reccxd- 
breaking effort. When King set 
the record for most hours 
bowled in 1984, his feet 
ballooned from an 8 1/2 to an 
11, and his hands swelled from 
overuse. 

King's endurance left Wilson 
imi»essed. 

"Even handling the ball, it 
gets heavy," admitted Wilson, 
who attends the Way of the 
Cross Church in Chesapeake 
with King. "He's giving of 
himself, his time and his eff(Mt 
to let people know that abusing 
women is not the right thing to 
do."

The recommendations also 
incliKle the construction of a two- 
story, 26,000 square-foot building 
on city property that would house 
the Bay side Library, the police 
department's third precinct and the 
removal of the bookmobile aid 
sovices for the blind and visually- 
impaired to the Bayside loc^ion 
from Windsor Woods. This project 
would be included only if the third 
q}don were approved. f 

The cost, $2,990,477, rqxesenis 
the net increase over die 
$2,936,819 cost for the Baysde 
project in the no-tax option * whidi 
would include a 13,000 square-foot 
building, including the bookmobile 
operations. The operating cost 
impact starting the first of 2002 
would be $172,657. 

The no- tax option would cost a 
total of $8,560,962 with an impact 
on the operating budget of 
$1,072,919 a year. 

It would include a new 16.000 
square foot facility (Princess Anne 
Library) serving the General Booth 
comdor at a cost of $3.2 million 
and $1.1 million for collections; die 
renovation of the central Ubiaiy 
fcv $263,000; the renovadoo of the 
Windsor Wood Lil»ary, $1 million;

The second proposal wouU 
provide basic service ian electronic 
environment and renova- 
tion/replacement of remaining 
existing libraries, would cost 
$5,122,104 in capital costs and 
$2,464,438 in operating costs and 
would require a tax increase of 1.7 
cents. 

The second option builds on die 
first option and would inclucte a 
16,000-square-foot Oceanfront 
library on city service centa land; 
the renovation, including a 2000

The third option which builds on 
the fvst two q)tions would (»st 
$8,237,604 in capital costs and 
$1,798,385 in operating costs, 
calling for a 1.2 cent tax increase.

Dr. K. Edwin Brown, assistint 
superintendent (rf schools,

The two agencies are expkMing 
join training opportunities; the 
public libraries tonate to school 
litffaries stqiersededrefoaice titles;

Manual produced by the libnuy 
deparunentis provided the schod 
libraries; the school diviskm 
published a director of library 
media personnel and provides 
copies for public library use. The 
schools and libraries participate in 
numerous other cooperative 
activities. 

However, die differences in die 
two systems — public libraries 
serve the public at large while 
Khool lilHaries serve die 
curriculum of the r^pective 
schools — mean consolidation of 
all functions is not practical. 

Brown said, for instance, that die 
schools act in "loco parentis," so 
school librarians honor parents' 
request, for instance, not to aUow 
dieir children to read certain bodes. 

Sims said security issues also are 
involved. One reason why die 
Princess Anne High School 
students' use of die public library 
when die school burned down was 
so successful was because di^ 
used die library starting at 7:30 
a.m. before the regular library 
patrons came in. 

In searching the literature. Sims 
said, the failure rate when die 
school and public libraries are 
combined is high-. In die 
Pungo/Blackwater area, she said, it 
will work because it's a small 
community that is willing to woik 
togedier. She said di^ one example 
of a combined library is at Manor 
High School in Portsmoudi. She 
said she thought diat "they would 
not consider that a vicceati^d 
project"

On Jan. 31. 1892, liule 
Consuelo Lopez Moreno made her 
entrance into the world. She was 
txxn in Tangier, a city in MofDco). 
on the northern tip of Africa and 
just across the Straits of Gil»allar 
from Sfmn. 

Now, 106 years later, Senora 
Nforenocdebraied ho' birthday as a 
newly-naturalized citizen of the 
Unil^ Stat^. She is proud of hew 
new status, saying, "The American 
flag makes me very happy." 

On Saturday, family and friends 
gathered in the home of Moroio's 
granddaughter, Maria Williams, in 
Virginia Beach, for a very special 
birthday pmty. 

The giKM of honor lodced small 
and dainty, sitting in a big chair in 
Williams' den. Her white hair was 
neatly combed and earrings glittered 
in her ears. A slight bruise colored 
her fordiead. the only evidence of a 
fall earlier in the week. Hcr 
daugfitec,Mtfia Sanchez, 75, said, 
"She's in good shape. She doesn't 
have any aches or pain. Everything 
i« normal, blood pressure, heart" 

Moreno's eyes lit up and her 
mouth crinkled into a smile each 
time a new guest arrived. There 
were hugs and kisses and many 
wishes of "Fcliz cunplcanos, 
Abuela," which means, "Hai^ 
trirthday, Grandnwtha." 

After being introduced to a non- 
Spanish speaking visitor, Morcno, 
who speaks very little English, 
looked up with a smile and said, '1 
love you." 

Love in any language feels the 
same — warm and friendly. Such 
an atmosphere flowed throughout 
the five generations of Moreno's 
family and friends as they laughed 
and spoke animatedly with one 
another in die Spanish language. 

Joanna Vallejo, a friend (nm 
Ariington. lodced at Moreno with, 
affKtion, saying. "She's very dear 
to me. She was mv oldest son, 
George's babysitter tor two and a 
half years, starting when he was 
eight months old. He'll be 29 this 
month. Everytime I see her, she 
says, 'How's George?'" 

Moreno has become very dear to 
many peq>le in the last century— 
two living children. 10 
grandchildren, five great- 
grandchildren and a great-great 
grandson, Christopher Williams, 
11. who said. "She's great! She's 
real nice." 

Ill 1916. when Consuelo 
Moreno married Jose Romero (in 
Europe, women often keep their 
maiden name and thus she has 
remained a "Moreno"), she couM 
not imagine the long, full life that 
lay ahead of her. Some years were 
good, and som? were not so good. 
Her youngest son, J. Anthony 



Romero III, who is ctmimissioner 
of banking and financial 
institutions in Washington, D.C., 
said, "I remember my mother 
always wearing black. There was 
always somebody dying, somebody 
doing something." 

Moreno gave birth to seven 
children, five of whom died se 
small children, adolescence ot 
young adults. Her husband passed 
away when she was 50 years dd 
and she worked in her home as a 
seamstress. Her son said, "She 
raised all of us and it was tough, 
but she never complained." 

When asked what was the most 
important thing in her life, her 
daughter uanslated the words as 
Moreno answered, "My children." 

What is her advice to the younger 
generation? 

"Tell them not to smc^e and not 
to drink. To the women, I can't 
give any advice except to rely on 
what God is going to do for them." 
In 1958, her son immigrated to 
the United States from Morocco. 
After he becamea U.S. citizen, he 
began to sponsor his relatives for 
immigration. When the pliers 
were ready in 1964, Moreno flew 
by herself from Palermo to 
Washington, D.C. 
'She said, "People are more 
independent and free here. That's 
one of the reasons I love America, 
because of the freedom." 

When her great-great grandson 
entered the room, she asked her 
daughter, "Is Christopher an 
American? Christopher's grand- 
mother assured her mother that he 
was indeed an American citizen. 

Each day, Maria Sanchez, who 
lives in Virginia Beach, visits her 
mother at Sentaia Nursing Home. 

Until three years ago. Moreno 
spent many of her hours cnxheting 
beautiful shawls for friends and 
relatives who woe going to have a 
baby. Now, arthritis has gnaried 
her hands and makes such 
handwork too difficult She still 
enjoys watching the Spanish 
channel on television, reading 
Spanish magazines and sharing her 
keen sense of humor with others. 

Her son laughs as he remembers 
her words at his 67th birthday part 
last year. 

"When I came here for my 
birthday, she looks at me and says, 
'You know, tony . . .' I said, 'Yes, 
Moth«?' She said, 'You're getting 
okta-.'" 

Consuelo Lopez Moreno Romero 
has never driven a car, ridtGsrta bike 
or smoked a cigarette, but she 
enjoys a drop of Southern Comfort 
once in a while, and loves to play 
the lottery. She is a woman (^ 
many facets — as well as mmiy 
years. 

Above all, she loves her family 
and they love her. In fact, her son 
said, "We hope she lives forever."

R,C, King raising 
funds violence

R.C. King picked up the 
bowling ball, strode the few 
feet to the alley and launched 
the ball down the lane for a 
^rike. 

Fifteen seconds passed 
before anothn ball left King's 
hands for a strike, just one of 
thousands of strikes King will 
log in the coming days. 

The Virginia Beach resident 
was trying to enter the 
Guinness Book of World 
Records yet again Friday at 
AMF Bowling Lanes on East 
Little Creek Road by breaking 
his own marathon record of 14 
consecutive days of bowling. 

When he leaves the alleys at 
noon on Feb. 14, the 49-year- 
M father of four hopes he also 
will have raised part of $2 
million in donations for and to 
bring attention to the issue of 
domestic violence. 

King admitted physically and 
verbally abusing a woman he 
lived with for five years. He 
said that behavior is behind 
him now. He hopes that his 
R.C. King Foundation will help 
local organizations like the 
Norfolk YWCA to provide 
counseling fcff families 
involved in domestic violence, 
man a 24-hour confidential 
hotline, and distribute 
educational material on the 
subject 

"Every strike I make is a 
strike against domestic 
violence," King during one of 
the five-minute breaks he's 
allowed each hour. "It's not 
right. And men get abused as 
well. We shouldn't be hitting 
each othet. It just shouldn't be 
thwe."

King's words were nearly 
drowned out by the bevy df 
recreational bowlers drinking 
beers and enjoying themselves 
a few lanes away, seemingly 
oblivious of the bespectacled 
crane operator on lane 58. 

What wasn't hard to see was 
the supporting cast that joined 
King in his fund-raising efforts. 
Virginia Beach resident and 
co-worker Nino Brown kept 
score, Norfolk's Evelyn Bryant 
timed each game, and 
Norfolk's Samuel Pierce 
barked "ready, set, go" every 
IS seconds. 

That let Talbert Wilson of 
Norfolk know when to hand 
King the ball. A few seconds 
later. King strode confidently 
back to the end of the lane, 
alternately resting his forearms 
on the shoulders of volunteer 
helpers Kenisha Lewis and 
Cathy Miller. 

"I'm not even a bowler." 



Miller said during a breidc. "I'm 
interested in in because of the 
cause, but I'm learning a lot 
about bowling." 

Overseeing the whole 
operation and the 80 volunteers 
who will assist King over the 
two-week period was Nedra 
Carr, armed with a stopwatch 
to make sure that King broke 
the 24-hour record. The old 
record stood at 33,510 pins 
before King unofftcially broke 
it with a pin total of 53,548 by 
noon Saturday. -'^ 

He bowled a total of 263 
games in those 24 hours, 
rolling four balls per minute, 
averaging 13 games an hour, 
and bowling 141 games in 
which he averaged at least 200. 

His highest score during that 
period was 299, his lowest 149. 

Despite a training regimen 
that included sleeping just two 
hours a day, all that bowling 
can take its toll. That's where 
Carr came in. 

The Newport News resident 
is responsible for organizing 
the volunteers who massaged 
King's leg's every hour, 
supplied him with the 32-ounce 
bottles of water that he drank 
every two hours, and keeping 
tabs on the plastic boxes that 
contained complete changes of 
clothing. 

Shoes and bowling balls are 
perhaps the most impotant 
element of King's record- 
breaking effort When King set 
the record for most hours 
bowled in 1984, his feet 
ballooned from an 8 1/2 to an 
11, and his hands swelled from 
overuse. 

King's endurance left Wilson 
imiHessed. 

"Even handling the ball, it 
gets heavy," admitted Wilson, 
who attends the Way of the 
Cross Church in ChesapeaSe 
with King. "He's giving of 
himself, his time and his effcnt 
to let people know that abusing 
women is not the right thing to 
do."

The recommendaticms also 
include the construction of a two- 
story, 26,000 squaie-foot building 
on city property that would house 
the Bayside Library, the police 
department's third precinct and the 
removal of the bookmobile and 
services for the blind and visually- 
impaired to the Bayside location 
from Windsor Woods. This project 
would be included only if tlw third 
(^tion were apftoved. 

The cost, $2,990,477, represents 
the net increase over the 
$2,936,819 cost for the Bayskfc 
prtjject in the no-tax option which 
would include a 15,000 square-foot 
building, including the bookmobile 
operations. The operating cost 
impact starting the first of 2002 
would be $172,657. 

The no-tax option would cost a 
total of $8,560,962 with an impact 
on the operating budget of 
$1,072,919 a year. 

It would include a new 16,000 
square foot facility (Princess Anne 
Library) serving the General Booth 
cmridor at a cost of $3.2 million 
and $1.1 million for collections; the 
renovation of the central Library 
for $263,000; the renovation of the 
Windsor Wood Library, $1 million;

Re-enacting slavery 'All in 
a Day's Work' for teacher 



Thomas Sledge 
offers insight into 
plantation life at 
Land House

Thomas Sledge doesn't just study 
histny. he lives it 

On SaMirday a qiecial iMeipretive 
tour. "All in a Day's W«wk: The 
Plantation Slaves." will be led by 
local historian and Great Bridge High 
School teacha Sledge at die Ftanc'ts 
UmdHbuae. 

Infonnatitm from Princess Anne 
County court records, wills and 
inventories will be employed in diis 
unique program explaining the daily 
lives of die slaves on die Francis Land 
plantation during die 18di century. 

Vicki Harvey, museum education 
specialist at the Francis Land House, 
noted that one of the common 
misc(Miceptions about slaves is diat 
diey only wwked die fields. 

"They woe also coopers, 
blacksmidis and seamstresses," Harvey 
said. 

"Our biggest artif^t is die Francis 
Land House which was probably built 
by slave labor, so you're lodcing at a 
community of, in many cases, skilled 
people. And I diink diat is (me of die 
tilings diat Thomas Sledge Mngs out 
inhisbmr." 

Sledge hiKl been portraying George, 
a servant on the Francis lani 
plantation, in the house's annual 
Twelfth Night celebration when 
Harvey approached him with an idea 
for a newpn^ram which would foci:s 
on die lives ai die plantation slaves. 

He liked die idea. 

Td be taott dian willing to do it." 
Sledge ranonbered telling Harvey. "I 
had to do some research, and she came 
up with some papers for me also.

Child Passenger §af^^Xwarenes8 Week, 
Feb. 8-14, offers the chance to learn some 
new ABC's: 

■ Alrbag safety: 

■ Buckle everyone; 

■ Children in back. 

During this week, police departments and 
sheriffs offices across the state will be 
enforcing laws requiring the use of safety 
belts and child safety seats while transporting 
youngsters. Not only is it the law, buckling 
them up saves lives and millions of dollars in 
health care costs. 

Anyone stopped for transporting an unbelted 
youth under age 16 will be ticketed. 

The Virginia CoaliUon for Childhood Injury 
Prevention, and the Virginia Department of 
Health remind drivers that: 

■ From birth to age 1, or until the child 
reaches 20 pounds, an infant passenger must 
be facing rear in an infant or convertible child 
safety seat. Never put an infant in the front 
passenger seat when there is an airbag. A 
deployed alrbag can cause fatal head Injuries. 

■ Children weighing 20 to 40 pounds are 
safest In a forward -facing convertible child 
safety seat. Parents should avoid the urge to 
"graduate" children out of child safety seats 
too soon. 

■ Booster seats protect children who have 
outgrown their child safety seats, but who are 
not large enough to wear a safety belt 
correctly. Booster seats eliminate the 
incorrect safety belt fit that puts a child at 
risk for more severe spinal and Internal 
injuries in a crash. 

■ Children are safest when they are buckled 
up in the back seat. 

Coalition and health department statistics 
show that 83 percent of children under age 4 
are not secured in a child safety seat, or they 
are placed in one that has not been properly 
Installed. Or. they may be unknowingly 
placed In a defective seat. 

With that in mind, Concerned Citizens 
Advocating Traffic Safety (CCATS), a Hampton 
Roads organization, is conducting its annual 
Used. Borrowed and Abused Child Safety Seat 
Round-Up throu^out February. 

Surveys and inspections show that many 
parents and caregivers purchase safety seats 
from garage sales, thrift stores or have been 
given old seats from friends and relatives. 
Many of these safety seats are unsafe because 
of missing parts or incorrect routing of straps. 
Others are outdated or have been recalled by 
the manufacturer. Safety seats that have been 
involved in a crash etre also tmsafe and should 
be replaced. 

The 1998 goal is to collect these used and 
potentially dangerous seats so they cannot be 
reused. In 1997, the round-up collected a 
mountain of more than 600 safety seats. The 
culmination will be a ceremonial crushing on 
March 10 In downtown Norfolk, where a 
bulldozer will roll over hundreds of unsafe 
seats. 

As an Incentive to turn in old safety seats, 
participants will receive a $5 reward courtesy 
of The Safe Kids Coalition and AAA of 
Tidewater. TTiey can be turned in at any AAA 
of Tidewater or DMV Customer Service 
Center, or ciU CCATS. 498-2562. 

Make the ABC's of safety seats a rule of the 
road.

Viqinia has never seen wything 
like it. The Virginia House oi 
Delegates had iu (^ning session 
in the house that Jefferson built on 
a hill overlooking the beautiful 
James River. 

The opening of the House of 
Delegates is a solemn occaskn 
when we renew the dem ocr a i ic 
tradition in the Old Dominion that 
is oldtf Uian America itself. The 
House has had opening sessions 
since the time of George 
Washington, but the House never 
had an (q)ening session like this 
one. 

For six hours Republicans and 
Democrau fought bitterly fer 
control of the people's Hmiae. 
Democratic dominance of tfie 
chambor was called into question 
because Just the night b^ore, 
special elections wereheki in tfuee 
House districts around the 
commonwealth to fill vacant seats. 
Republican candidates won the 
seats making the partisan split SO 
Democrats, 49 Republicans and 
one "indqwndent" who might as 
well be a RepubUcwi. 

"What's the fuss?" you might 
ask. Why not seat the new 
delegates and decide how to run the 
House with a partisan split? There 
was the little matttr of the law. It 
normally takes a few days for the 
local election board and state 
election boards to verify die 
electicms and make sure thoe woe 
no problems. 

This constitutionally appropriate 
timetable was not to Gov. Allen's 
liking. He wanted to usher in a 
Republicui House of Delegttes 
before he left office. After all, his 
political fund spent $2S0,000 in 
199S trying to midce it so. 

Allen could not persuade die 
Stitte Board (tf&ectkns to abandon 
the law. He could not penuade the 
circuit court to see things his way. 
In the end, Allen petitioned the 
Suiffeme Court of Virginia to 
ratify his decision to All those 



vacant chairs without properly 
counting the ballots. 

The court rejected Allen and so it 
was up to the House of 
Republicans to figure out a way to 
stall the vote for Speaker of the 
House until the State Boenl 
ceitified their candidates' victories. 

For six hours Rq>ubUcan 
Delegates read from Jefferson's 
manual of parliamentary piocedure, 
made rambling speeches and 
generally tried to grind the 
proceeding of the House to a halt. 
Meanwhile, die three newly elected 
delegates were "swrnn" into ofSot 
by a Republican party activist who 
abo h^^s to be a notary publk. 

Lee Ware, Harry B levins and 
Michele McQuigg then went to the 
floor of the House of Delegates aid 
raised their right hands along with 
the 97 certified members of the 
House of Delegates and took the 
oath of office, llie three mavericks 
then took their seats in die 
chamber, even though they had no 
voting rights. 

For the next six hours House 
Republicans read f^om Jefferson's 
manual of parliamentary procedure, 
made boring q)eechesandgaieiBlly 
tried to gum up the wwka so that 
the clerk of the House, Biuoe 
Jamerson, could not call for a vote 
to elect the new speaker of the 
House. Republicans were truing to 
pull off the poliUcal equivalent (tf 
the old "four comers" play in 
basketball. 

Teams used that play before the 
advent of the 30-second shot clock. 
They would pan the ball between 
four players and just hold it till the 
clock ran out R^ublicans hoped 
to delay the game until the State 
Board of Elections could certify the 
election to office of their three new 
colleagues. 

With 49 votes the Rqpublicms 
would then be joined by die 
House's lone independent Lacy 
Putney, a supporter of George 
Wallace for president and a solid 
Republican vote, would be 



pmuaded to join their caucus and 
become the new Speaker. If the 
Republicans could hold out long 
enough. Putney would Join their 
new memberMo becomea forceof 
SO that could deny the Democrats 
the spedca's chair and control (tf 
the Ifouae.

Jam«sonhadto go to the infant 
replay and review a ruling he had 
made earlier in the day.

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Last month I was invited to qieak 
at the 10th anniversary ceiebratkHi 
for our Central Lil»wy. Librviffli 
Carolyn Barkley presented me with a 
10th anniver- 
sary T-shirt, 
withapKtuie 
of the library 
on the front 
and the anni- 
versary 's 
theme, "Cen- 
tral to your 
life," on the 
back. 

It is hard to 
believe that 
lOyearshave 
already 
elapsed since 
that enor- 
mous build- 
ing opened 
on a winter's 
— ^— — — day in 1988. 
The new 
building rq)re- 
sented the change from a system of 
small, yet strong neighborhood li- 
iMaries to an integrated library sys- 
tem capable of {»oviding more in- 
dq)th reference service, public meet- 
ing rooms and continued strong, full- 
service neighboriiood libraries. 

When the CenOal Library apeaed, 
the Virginia Beach Public Library 
system became the first public li- 
brary in our area to have a public 
online catalog. 

Ten years later we're proud to be 
one of the flrst systems in Hampton 
roads with its library catalog on the 
World Wide Web. I can even look up 
magazine articles on the library 's Web 
Site and read them, without ever leav- 
ing my de^. 

Ten years ago citizens rushed to 
the new Central Library, checking 
out more dian 350,000 itnns in the 
first six months. On the very first day 
the library opened, the checkout line 
was sometimes 250 feet long, evai 
though bodes were being checked 
out at the rate of 23 books a minute. 
Hie Central Library is still a very 
busy plaix. Now it circulates about 
1.2 million items each ytar. Most 
than five million peopte, or about 
UffXi per week have visited the 
li\xtsy since it opened. They come 
not only to ci^ck out books, but also 
to use the library 's two meeting rocmis 
and 2S0-aeat aiditQrium, which are 
always fi||ly booked. 
And they come for information. 
Central librvy's infonnatioo sta£f 
has uiswered humbeds of tfaoiBands 
of requests for information at the two 
public information d«ks and throu^ 
the tetephone refermce service. Indi- 
vidual citizens are the most frequent 
users of our excellent reference ser- 
vices, but I'm toM television stations 
and newspapers call for b^kground 
information on their featured stories. 
When the Central Library qjened. 
the lil»ary's main reference collec- 
tirai moved from its crowded l)uar- 
tos in a anall room at the Bayade 
Area Library. Among the dutionv- 
ies, encyclopedias, almanacs and 
other refereiK^e books, that was a 
tiny collection of business reference 
materials and a small coUecdcm of 
bodes about local Princess Anne 
County History. 

Ten years later the business refo'- 
ence collectkMi is much largo- and in 
great demand by^xHh individual citi- 
zens and businesses. Two years ago 
lilHary staff r«Hganized the Local 
Histoiy/Genealt^ action to make 
it easier to use. 

There are not only numy books 
available for pe(q>te resrarchii^ dieir 
families, butalsomiaoforms, includ- 
ing the census information fm Vir- 
ginia from the first censos in 1790 
tlvDugh 1920, which is the most te-

So many interesting and excidng 
events have occurred at our city's 
Central Library during its 10 years. It 
has been a host for popular childrai's 
authtvs such as Paula Danziger, Marc 
Brown and Maurice Sendak. The 
Frioids of the Library brought film 
notables including Charlton Heston 
to the library for their evoiing film 
series. 

Did you know that ilw Friends of 
the Library, the group that runs the 
semiannual book sale at the Pavilion, 
al») runs a gift shop at Central Li- 
brary? Everything they cam goes to 
fund library events, including author 
visits and chil(ben's programming 
during the Summer Reading Gub. 

Central Library staff began the 
annual Adult Summer Reading Club 
in 19% and presented the popular 
"Romance Between the Covers" 
weekend in 1996. Followine the Prin- 
cess Aiuie High School fire sevoal 
years ago. Central Ljbfary served as 
the temponiry schobX library, with 
students bused there for regularly 
scheduled library classes. 

Most peq>le think only of die pub- 
Ik: parts of the public library, where 
they get help for their questions and 
check out books, videos and otho' 
materials. Have you ever wondered 
where library materials come from? 
How do they get on the lihnry cata- 
log? Who keeps the catatog software 
and hardware running? These are 
among the tadcs of the stq>port ser- 
vices agencies. Collectkm Manage- 
ment. Cataloging Services and Auto- 
mated Service. 

I learned diat diey are also part of 
Central Library, having moved into 
the building from tiny offices and a 
trailer at theGreatN»:kAr^Lil»vy 
lOyews ago. They selectandprocess 
materials, crraie mi maintain dte 
catalog and Web site, and keep die 
cooipui^ running f(x die entire li- 
brary system. 

Like our city, our librvy system 
has grown aid changed since I was 
first qjpointed to die Library Board 
in 1 966. Now there are 97 onptoyees 
at the Coitral Library alone, more 
dian woe in die entire library system 
30 yefffs ago. 

I umterstand that m<xe dian 600 
volunteers have contributed more 
dian 75,000 boars at die Central Li- 
l»ary since 1990. Some pec^le have 
been volunteering at Central Library 
since it (^ned and several ue so 
dedicated diat diey gsierously give 
dieir time ncMonly at Central Utwary, 
but also at odwr lil»«ies. They he^ 
repair, check-in and shdve matrai- 
als, keep the shelves in order, process 
new materials, %mch fot requeued 
bodes and le»i tours. The library 
could not fiinclion widiout diem. 

Coitral Library has served die citi- 
zens d Voffaa Beach well during 
its first decade. I know our library 
system does a good job, and our citi- 
zens agree. In recent surveys mne 
dan90percentofcitizo)sq}i»oveof 
die job the library is dofflg and dioK 
who didn't wanted more bodes and 
more tours ofopcra&oa. 

For many citizens, die library re- 
ally is "Central to dicir lives."

Michelle Tillander's life pmuits, family 
and education always came back to one 
dung — art 

In college, she eventually made die 
deciaon to follow her heart Today TiUandet 
is Virginia's newly-named C^tstanding 
Elementtfy Art Tocher of die Year. 

"My motter and pandmodiCT were very 
art- and cndk-oriento!. My modm- has Kwn 
all of her life. Quality-wise it's profi^onal. 
She's European, mi when she came tQ die 
States she dwi^t she might get some type 
of fashion degree. She actually competed in 
competitions and won several awards. But 
unfortunately life was a little different 
raising chil(ben. Both my parenu had to 
work to survive. The same with my 
grandmother, who was very involved with 
her hands making lace and everydiing," she 
said. 

Tillander is achieving what previous 
generations only dreamed of: a career 
utilizing her god-given talents. A sdf- 
described "independent female," Tillander 
was determined to "go have a career widi 
no desire to get married." 

Inspired by two role models — a high 
school art teacher and an uncle who was a 
sculptor — she begail studying art at 
Moravian College in Bethlehem, Pa. after 
dabbling in science. She calls the lattet 
"essentially a male's field, dwugh I could 
hold my own," 

The mcHe she saw science, the less she 
liked it The more she diought about art, the 
more she liked it 

"I sensed a greaer humanitarianism from 
the art students dian the science students," 
she explained. "I was very discouraged 
because I diought to myself, 'These 
(science) people are intense. Too intense.' I 
didn't see any compassion for humanity. 
Every dung was about the ^ade. It took me 
to my sophcmwe year to realize diat" 

After graduating from Moravian College, 
Tillander enrolled in the joint master's 
degree program at Old Dominion and 
Norfolk State universities. She didn't set out 
intentionally to be a teacher. 

"I still d(m't know what I want to do widi 
my life yet," she chuckled. 

While she's making up her mind, 
Tillander has proven an exceptional art 
teacher. Emplgyed by Virginia Beach City 
Public Schools since 1990. she works widi 
artistically-gifted students, at the Ok! 
Donatkm Crat^. 

"I'U stay widi teaching as long as I keep 
growing. The minute I stop growing, I'll 
change it," she said. 

Tillander explained her philosqjhy d 
teaching. 

"Levning is a two-way dialopc between 
die teacho- and die students," she said. "It's 
give and take, push and pull. It's not 
standing up and dictating. You don't want to 
inhibit dieir activity." 

She believes that art should be taught 
widiin die context of 20lh-century culture. 

"Man has been making marks on walls fa 
over 50,000 years," she wrote in her 
application for Virginia Art Educaticxi 
Association competition. "Communication 
dirough die visual component and written 
language has deteriorated as we become 
passive in diis technological age. 

"As a contonporary artist," she said, "I 
must deal with die realities of diis culture. 
Therefore, as art educator my role is part d 
the energy that molds and shapes 
contemporary ideas in students. Art 
educatitMi should produce both artist* and 
child." 

Tillander prefers to put her own abilities 
to die test by teaching artistically-gifted 
children. 

"When I was in a reguhir classroom, I 
didn't feel I was challenging my ability to 
do what I had to do. You could argue that 
and say, 'If you're really good you could 
take diose kids at diat level and challenge 
them.' lliere are just some children who 
don't need or want any more art. They're 
content to learn about the three prinuvy 
colors, how to mix them and what they 
make. That's what they want; Uwre's 
iMdiing wrong widi diat But, forme, I felt I 
was wasting my ability." 

Tillander mjoys the "passicm" she sees 
each day in die faces of Iwr students. 




"It's important to me. When I work widi 
these kids I push myself. They have a 
different way of seeing, a different attitude 
about art" 

Finding balance between the teacher and 
artist in herself in also a challenge for 
TiUaiMler. 

"What hiqipens is in die 'ego land' — I've 
gotten the award for teaching. Now I have to 
do die odier," she explained. 

That's not to say Tillander hasn't been 
rewarded for her artistic abilities. A mixed 
media artist who prefers painting, 
phottigrg^hy and digital imaging, she has 
been honored by the Tidewater Art 
Education Education, Arts Council of 
Rictaioad and odwn. 

The most recent accolade was nice, Ae 
said, but work is not done with the 
expectation of rewards. 

'*You just try to do die best you can," she 
smiled.

R.C. King raising 
funds vioience

R.C. King picked up the 
bowling ball, stro^ the few 
feet 10 the altey and launched 
the ball down the lane for a 
Affte. 

Fifteen wconds passed 
before awMlier ball left King's 
hndi f(ff a ftrike. just one of 
thmisands of strikes King will 
tog in the coming days. 

The Virginia Beach residmt 
was trying to enter the 
Guinness Book of World 
Records yet again Friday at 
AMF Bowling Lanes on East 
UtUe Creek Road by breaking 
his own marathon recwd of 14 
consecutive days of bowling. 

When he leaves the alleys at 
noon on Feb. 14, ihc 49-ycar- 
jld Mba of four hopes he also 
will have raised part of $2 
million in donations for and to 
bring attention to the issue of 
domestic violence. 

King admitted physically and 
vnbally abusing a #oman he 
lived with for five years. He 
said that behavior is behind 
him now. He hopes that his 
R.C. King Foundation will help 
local organizations like the 
Norfolk YWCA to jwovide 
counseling for families 
involved in. domestic violence, 
man a 24-hour confidential 
hotline, and distribute 
educational material on the 
subject 

"Every strike I make is a 
strike against domestic 
violence," King during one of 
the five-minute breaks he's 
allowed each hour. "It's not 
right And men get abused as 
well. We shouldn't be hitting 
each odier. It just shcmldn't be 
fliere."

King's words were nearly 
drowned out by the bevy df 
recreational bowlers drinking 
beers and enjoying themselves 
a few laMS away, seemingly 
oblivious of the bespectacled 
crane operator on lane S8. 

What wasn't hard to see was 
the suppoting cast that joined 
King in his fund-raising efforts. 
Virginia Beach resident and 
co-worker Nino Brown kept 
score, Norfolk's Evelyn Bryant 
timed each game, and 
Norfolk's Samuel Pierce 
barked "ready, set, go" every 
IS seconds. 

That let Talbert Wilson of 
Norfolk know when to hand 
King the ball. A few seconds 
later. King strode confidently 
back to the end of the lane, 
alternately resting his forearms 
on the shoulders of volunteer 
helpers Kenisha Lewis and 
Cathy Miller. 

"I'm not even a bowler," 



Miller said during a break. "I'm 
interested in in because of the 
cause, but I'm learning a lot 
about bowling." 

Overseeing the whole 
opo^tion and the 80 volunteers 
who will assist King over the 
two-week period was Nedra 
Carr, armed with a stopwatch 
to make sure that King \xake 
the 24-hour record. The old 
record stood at S3,S10 pins 
before King unofficially brdce 
it with a pin total of S3,S4g by 
noon Saturday. 

He bowled a total of 263 
games in those 24 hours, 
rolling four balls per minute, 
averaging 13 games an hour, 
and bowling 141 games in 
which he averaged at least 200. 

His highest score during that 
period was 299, his lowest 149. 

Despite a training regimen 
that included sleeping just two 
hours a day, all that bowling 
can take its toll. That's where 
Carr came in. 

The Newport News resident 
IS responsiule for organizing 
the volunteers who massaged 
King's leg's every hour, 
supplied him with the 32-ounce 
bottles of water that he drank 
every two hours, and keeping 
tabs on the plastic boxes that 
contained complete changes of 
clothing. 

Shoes and bowling balls are 
perhaps the most important 
element of King's record- 
breaking effort When King set 
the record for most hoios 
bowled in 1984, his feet 
ballooi^ from an 8 1/2 to an 
11, and his hands swelled fitxn 
overuse. 

King's endurance left Wilson 
imixessed. 

"Even handling the ball, it 
gets heavy," admitted Wilson, 
who attends the Way of the 
Cross Church in Chesapeake 
with King. "He's giving of 
himself, his time and his effort 
to let people know that abusing 
women is not the right thing to 
do."

The recommendations also 
inclu& the amstructicm of a two- 
story, 26,000 square-foot buikling 
on city [ooperty that would bouse 
the Bayside Library, the poUce 
departmem's thiid precinct and die 
removal of the bookmobile aid 
sovfees for the blind and visually- 
impaired to the Bayside locttkm 
from Windsor Woods. This project 
would be inclwledonly if the third 
option were approved. 

The cost, $2,990,477, represents 
the net increase over the 
$2,936,819 cost for die Bayade 
{Hojeain the no-t^ opticMi which 
would include a 15,000 squaie-foot 
building, including the bfxtaaiMle 
operations. The operating cMi 
impact starting the first of 2002 
would be $172,657. 

The no-tax option would cost a

On Jan. 31. 1892. litUe 
Consoek) Lopti Moreno nutde her 
entrance into the world. She was 
bom in Tangier, a city in Morocco, 
on the northern tip of Africa and 
just across the Straits of Gibraltar 
from Spain. 

Now, 106 years later, Senora 
Moreno cddiraied her birthday as a 
newly-naturalized citizen of the 
United States. She is [m)ud of Ikw 
new statui, saying. "The American 
flag makes me v«y happy." 

On Saturday, family and firiends 
gathered in the home of Moroio's 
gniuKldaughler. Maria Williams, in 
Virginia Beach, for a very ^Kcial 
Irirtbday patty. 

The guest c^honor looked small 
and dainty, sitting in a big chair in 
Williams' den. Her white hair was 
ne^y combed and earrings glittered 
in her ears. A slight bruise colored 
her fordiead, the only evidence of a 
fall earlier in the week. Her 
daughter. Maria Sanchez. 75, said, 
"She's in good shape. She doesn't 
have any aches or pain. Everything 
is iKxmal, blood pressure, heart" 

Moreno's eyes lit upland her 
mouth crinkled into a smile each 
time a new guest arrived. Then 
were hugs and kisses and many 
wishes of "Fcliz cunplcanos, 
Abuela." which means, "Happy 
inrthday. Grandmother." 

After being introduced to a non- 
Spanish speaking visitor, Moreno, 
who speaks very little English, 
looked up with a smile and said, '1 
love you." 

Love in any language feels the 
same — warm and friendly. Such 
an atmosphere flowed throughout 
the five generations of Moreno's 
family and friends as they laughed 
and spoke animatedly with (me 
another in the Spanish language. 

Joanna Vallejo, a friend from 
Ariington. lodced at Moreno with, 
afliBCtioa, saying, "She's very dear 
to me. She wia my oldest son, 
George's babysitter for two and a 
half years, starting when he w% 
eight months old. He'll be 29 this 
month. Everytime I see her, she 
says, 'How's George?'" 

M<x'eno has become very dear to 
many pec^lein the last cenuiry — 
two living children. 10 
grandchildren, five great- 
grandchildren and a great-great 
grandson, Christopher WilliamSi 
11. who said, "She's great! She's 
nalnke." 

Ill 1916, when Consuelo 
Moreno married Jose Romero (in 
Europe, women often keep their 
maitten name and thus she has 
mnained a "Moreno"), she couU 
not imagine the long, full life that 
lay ahead of her. Some years were 
good, ttid some were not so good. 
Her youngest son, J. Anthony 



Romero III, who is commissioner 
of banking and financial 
institutions in Washington, D.C., 
said, "I remember my mother 
always wearing black. There was 
always somebody dying, somebody 
doing something." 

Moreno gave birth to seven 
children, five of whom died as 
small children, adolescence or 
young adults. Her hust»nd passed 
away when she was 50 years oU 
and she worked in her home as a 
seamstress. Her son said, "She 
raised all of us and it was tough, 
but she never complained." 

When asked what was the most 
important thing in her life, her 
daughter translated the words as 
Moreno answered, "My children." 

What is her advice to the younga 
gencialicm? 

"Tell them not to smoke and not 
to drink. To the women, I can't 
give any advice except to rely on 
what God is going to do for them." 
In 1958, her son immigrated to 
the United States from Morocco. 
After he became a U.S. citizen, he 
began to sponsor his relatives Cor 
immigration. When the papers 
were ready in 1964, Moreno flew 
by herself from Palermo to 
Washington, D.C. 

She said, "People are more 
independent and free here. That's 
one of the reastms I love America, 
because of the freedom." 

When her great-great grandson . 
ento^ed the room, she asked her 
daughter. "Is Christopher an 
American? Christopher's gnnd- 
mother assured her mother that he 
was indeed an American citizra. 

Each day. Maria Sanchez, who 
lives in Virginia Beach, visits her 
mother at Sentara Nursing Home. 

Until three years a^, Moreno 
spent many of her hours crocheting 
beautiful shawls for Ifriends and 
relatives who were going to have a 
baby. Now. arthritis has gnaied 
her hands and makes Such 
handwOTk too difficulL She still 
enjoys watching the Si»nish 
channel on television, reading 
Spanish magazines and sharing her 
keen sense of humts- with others. 

Her son laughs as he remonbers 
her words at his 67th birthday part 
last year. 

"When I came here for my 
birthday, she \oKka at me and says, 
'You know, tony . . .' I said, 'Yes. 
Mother?' She said, 'You're getting 
okfcr.'" 

Consuelo Lopez Ktoeno Romero 
has never dri vol a car, ridden a Inke 
or smoked a cigarette, but she 
enjoys a drop of Southern ComfcMt 
once in a while, and loves to play 
the lottery. She is a woman of 
many facets — as well as many 
years. 

Above all, she loves her family 
and they love her. In fact, her son 
said, "We hqje she lives forever."

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Vested rights bill puts 
City Council on guard

City Council RflPOrtef 

A bill introduced in the Aate 
senate that would broaden the 
Implication of vested rights while 
diminishing the ability of localities 
to control pr(q)erty uses through 
zoning has drawn the opposilicm ol 
the Virginia Beach City Council. 

Councihnan Louis R. Jones at a 
council wofkshop Tuesday brought 
up the bill. Senate Bin No, 570, 
introduced to the General Assembly 
on Jan. 26. One of the 10 senate 
patrons of the bill is Virginia 
Beach Sen. Edward L. Schrock. 

Council Tuesday, by a vote of 
11-0, authorized Mayor Meyera 
Obfermkwf to send a letter to the 
Virginia Beach delegation to the 
General Assembly stating the 
council's opposition to the bill and 
asking that the bill not be enacted. 
If enacted, the council believes the 
bill would have drastic and adverse 
consequences to the city and its 
citizms. 

Assistant City Attorney William 
Macali explained the features of the 
bill saying that the most dangerous 
provision would grant vested rights 
to a landowner if the landowner "in 
good faith has filed a preliminary 
or final plat or plan of subdivision, 
a preliminary or final site plan, or 
plan of development for such 
landowner's property and he has 
materially changed his financial 
position in reliance on such plat or 
plan." 

Macali said that the provision 
eliminates the need for plan 
approval, eliminate the concept of 



pnce a landownm'has e^blished a 
use (by merely filing a plat or 
plan, he/she has vested rights 
forever. 

"This really changes the zoning 
laws," Macali said, and is a '1»d 
law." 

In describing the difference 
between vested rights and 
grandfothoed uses, Macali said, is 
that when a landowno-has madean 
investment in property, he is 
prot«;ted from changes in the 
zoning laws. Grandf^hereduses are 
permitted because the uses lud been 
in effect prior to changed zoning 
laws. 

A recent case, Macali said, 
conconeda landowner who built a 
few townhouses where they were 
permitted by current zoning. But 
when the zoning was changed, he 
was not pomitted to build any 
more townhouses. The new 
provision states that when the 
landowners rights are vested, he is 
not subject to changes in the 
zoning ordinance. 

The proposed legislation would 
have a negative impact on the 
city's efforts to eliminate 
billboards and junkyards. 

Jones pointed out that under the 
proposed law, he would be able to 
file a lot of site plans, no iqjproval 
from anybody necessary, and 
acquire a vested interest 

Councilman Linwood Branch m 
remarked that there was no point in 
investing a lot of time on studies 
to improve the city if the city 
becomes poweriess to enforce its 



ngl 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that the whole concept is bad. 
Vested rights would be in fiace 
f<»ever. The proposed legislation 
seems to have come "out of the 
clear blue." She said she wasn't 
sure why or for whose advantage 
the legislation was introduced. 

The bill states that landowner's 
rights shall be deemed vested in his 
zoning and not affected by a 
sub^quent amendment to a zoning 
ordinance when the governing 
body has accepted proffers or 
proffered conditions related to a 
zoning amoidmentor has approved 
the request of an applicant for a 
rezoning for a specific use or 
density; the governing body or 
board of zoning appeals has,granted 
a special exception with 
conditions; a board of zoning 
appeals has approved a variance 
with conditions; or ilie landowner 
in good faith has filed a 
preliminary or final plat or plan of 
subdivision, a preliminary or fmal 
site plan, or plan or dcvelc^xnent 
for such landowner's property and 
he has materially changed his 
financial position in reliance on 
such plat or plan. 

It also states that a use which is 
permitted at the time a landowner 
acquires a vested right shall not be 
denned a nonconforming use in the 
event a subsequent amendment to 
the zoning ordinance restricts or 
precludes that use but shall be a 
conforming use that is contrcdled 
by the zoning ordinance in effect at 
the time such vesting occ^

The money fcv the {Kograffls was 
made availiAle by the comptetion 
of the tai^ neighborhood program 
which accomplishing the upgrading 
of sevra^al neighborhood with the 
installation of infiastructure. 

Of the total available. $349,927 
will be used on owner-occupied 
rehabilitation programs and 
$444,000 for renter occupied 
rehabilitation during the current 
year. Additional funds will be 
proposed in the 1998-99 budget 

In addition, $769,197 in 
remaining funds in the Section 108 
Fund, originally (tesignated for 
target neighborhoods, were 
redesignated for use in the taaa 
occupied rehatnlilation program. 

The neighb(H-hoods selected fir 
the upgrading are Lake 
Edvrard/Wesleyan Forest area and 
the PriiKess Anne Haza townhouse 



Council Tuesday adopted an 
or^ance redesignating the fimds. 
The staff selected the 



neighbwhood-based strategy that 
focuses housing and other 
improvements in limited areas, 
similar to the strategy for the target 
neighborhood program, to provide 
the best long-term value for the 
city. 

Hie neighboiiioods were selected 
on the basis of data collected bom 
seven neighborhoods including 
housing condition, demogrqihics. 
code enforcement activity, 
ongoing/completed city activities 
and civic involvement and 
activities. 

Andrew Friedman, director d' 
Housing and Neighborhood 
Preservation, said that 
approximately 180 houses will be 
rehabilitated under the propams. 
He said that the program deals with 
both perception and reality, that the 
community is a safe place to live 
and that the homes are in good 
condition. 

He said that efforts will be 
directed toward more oieigy 
efficiency with improvements in 
heating systems and windows, and 
the improvement in the overall 
an)earance of the structure with' 
new siding. 

He said that he hoped the 
program would stimulate other 
property owners into tq)grading 
their inoperties. 



To make sure that low-income 
renters benefit from the program, 
the property owners will have to 
meet more stringent requirements 
— rents would have to be 
maintained at an affordable level 
and units would have to be rented 
to low- or moderate-income tenants 
for a period of five years. 

Friedman said that the intent was 
not to make the program a windfall 
f(»- landlords. 

By selecting this use for the 
available funds, Friedman said, the 
city will be helping the people 
who are aheady there. He said that 
the goal is to make the 
neighborhood more desirable. He 
said that the unit would increase in 
value dollar for dollar, and that a 
rehabilitated house will not 
increase an assessment, only an 
addition does that But the increased 
value comes in when the 
neighborhood is more valu^te. 

The improvements are expeded 
to create an improved poception oi 
the neighborhoods and in this way 
stimulate renewed private 
investment and interest by 
potential future residenu ian the 
areas. 

The staff says, however that 
alternative uses of some of the 
funds will be considered as 
opportunities arise.

Sledge can't answer diese 
questions. Land Camily letters aid 
documents which might reveal the 
answers to some of these que^ons 
have not survived. Hie estate 
inventories, guardian accounts, 
personal property tax records and 
wills are the only documents that 
exist. Some of these recmds do 
indicate that Landslav^ were hired 
out. Others inditste the names df 
the slaves, their ages and monetary 
worth. 

Another document, an inventory 
of Francis Thorowgood Land from 
1761 , indicates the names of slaves 
as well as their values. 

Slaves John and Frank were 
valued at 60 pounds each, while 
Ishmael was valued at 50 pounds. 
Rose and George were agppniscd at 
45 pounds each, and Bob was 
worth a mere 17 pounds 10 
shillings. 

Perhaps the most s(rt)ering 
records are the Princess Anne 
County minute book references to 
slaves Quammino, Judah, Kent and 
Jack, who were described as "lately 
imported into colony" from 1726 
to 1735. 

It was a common practice to 
"hire out" slaves, and records 
indicate that slaves held by the 
Lands were occasionally hired out 
Frequently, when slaves were hired 
out, they were paid a small 
percentage of the payment received 
by their masters for dieir services. 

Sledge observed, "Some slaves 
took advantage of this. Some of 
them saved it up and ended up 
buying their freedom later." 

When the slave who was hired 
out was returned to the dave 
owner, it was expected that the 
returning slave be provided a suit 
of clothes and returned in good 
condition. 

In order to replace the savants 
whose indentures were expiring, 
the masters had some their slaves 
work in a type of "sppnaiice 



program" wiUi someone who wna a 
knowledgeable iMiilder. bricklayer, 
or carpenter. 

"Those services were leaUy 
valuable to the master, because if 
he «wiied to hire them out he 
could get more money for a slave 
Uiat was a tnidclayCT or cupenier," 
Sledge sakl. 

"So the more skillful a dave 
was, the more money the mister 
made...and the more money the 
slave made," he added 

At it's largest, the Fnmcis 
Land Plantation encompased more 
than 1,000 acres. Compared to 
James River plantations such as 
Carter's Grove and Bericeley, the 
Land's acreage was mode^ 
however, by Rrincess Anne County 
standards, it was an imfsessive 
holding. 

Self-suniciendy was the name of 
the game when it came to 
operating a smooth-running, 
|Mt)ritable plantation. People wiUi 
a variety of skills made a 
plantation self-sufficient — 
weavers, coopers, and blacksmiths 
were among them. Frequently, 
skilled slaves filled these vital 
roles. 

Being chattel property, slaves 
enjoyed some degree of umaie 
physical protection because slaves 
were an expensive investment 

Slave masters had a vested 
interest in maintaining their assets. 

"Slaves were beaten," Sledge 
acknowledged. "But you're not 
going to heOL and incapacitate your 
property because your prop^y has 
value to you; your property is 
earning you money. 

"So you don't want to take this 
property and destroy it to a point 
where you're not going to get 
anything out of it," reasoned 
Sledge. 

In investigating the subject of 
slavery in America, Sledge 
discovered something that suprised 
him — something that he had not 
imagined. 

"There were blacks diat did own 
slaves. When I found that out that

Miles shared her concerns on 
city issues she'd like to see 
addressed. 

"I'd like to see that Virginia 
Beach always has a place at the 
table in the regional scheme. You 
hear 'regicmalism' lotted around 
more often than not and I'd like 
to see that Virginia Beach 
maintains a leadership role — 
not just in Lake Gaston or light 
rail, in every issue. What affects 
one city affects all cities," she 
said. 

She wishes citizens would 
continue to voice their concerns, 
something she feels "is very 
positive here," and offered 
Virginia Beach's strong volunteer 
program as an example.

Miles would like to see 
Virginia Beach bring in more 
high-skilled jobs to keep more 



people like from moving away. 

"At some point we're going to 
lose the young people who are 
being trained at our colleges. 
We're exporting them to other 
places because they can't find 
jobs here using their talent They 
graduate from ODU, William and 
Mary or wherever, and then they 
leave," she lamented. "They're 
going where the better pay is. We 
need to take a look at that" 

Miles, however, has remained 
true to her city. 

"It's home, and I like my 
mother's cooking," she smiled. "I 
like surrounding myself with 
family. To be honest it's a great 
place to live and I like being 
near the water, where I can go 
out and walk around the beach." 

A graduate of Cox High 
School. Miles said she was 
flattered that someone would 
"take notice" and nominate her 
for the Outstanding Young 
Citizen Award. 

"It's a great honor, and I 
understand I'm in a pretty 
distinguished group of people 
recognized for their service to the 
community. You need to be a 
pan of the community — to give 
of your time and talents and 
support people. I do it because it 
makes me feel good, and I'm 
helping some people." 

Miles will be honored with a 
banquet on Mardi 26.

Passage as it happened," he 
asserted. 

"Although it didn't show dieir 
lives after they got here, it dU

Sledge recalled. 

"To me, that movie was a Slep 
forward. You have to talk about it.

The Hampton Roads Economic 
Development Alliance (HREDA) has 
fwecast die creation of 3.000 new jobs 
in 1998 from companies recruited to 
Hunpton Roads. 

Hans Gant, alliance presulent, told City 
Council at a work session Tuesday that 
19^ thonld be a fruitful year ftr 
Hampton Roads with the alliance's 
proqx^t pipeline continuing to fill widi 
companies that die alliance would like to 
kxate or exi^id in the region. 

A Target Industry Study by the Wadly 
Donovan Group widi Mark W^erhouse 
and Bill Fre(terick, consultants, expected 
to be finished by June, will spell out 
criteria for the types of companies die 
region wants to attract, Gant said. The 
alliance is looking for the kinds of 
companies diat will pay at least $11.50 
an hour and make a capital invesunent 
in 1998 of $200 million. 

The consultants also have beoi 
instructed to evaluate the region's 
competition and to identify die areas in 
this region diat need improvement. 

Since the organization was fmmed on 
July I and some Ume was spent on 
structuring, 1998 will be die first full 
year of (^ration. 

Gant also announced diat Isle of Wight 
County has joined the five Soudi 
Hampum Roads cities in die 
public/private organization. The five 
cides agreed to a $1 per capita funding to 
gaiaateover$5 million over a five-year 
period, and the private sector has 
committed $6 million overtlte fiveyeais 
to create a $1 1 million fund. 

The five mayors mA six members from 
the jMivate sector make up the board of 
directors. Bill Butler, jyesident of Cresiar 
Bank, is 1998 chairmai.

Licensed to learn

As I was traveling throughout 
Virginia during my campaign for 
lieutenant governor, 1 encountered a 
truck driver in Emporia who 
expressed concern over the dangers 
many teen drivers bring to our 
highways. 

Whether it was speeding, passing 
recklessly or simply inexperience 
on the road, the truck driver has 
seen it all. He wanted Virginia to 
find some way to help teen drivas 
gain good driving experience and 
provide real consequences for bad 
driving. 

I listened to that truck driver in 
Emporia and many other 
Virginians like him. I worked with 
organizations like AAA in my 
pu^ to craft a Virginia response to 
this growing problem. I learned 
evcn*(^e about the teen driving 
issue and the dangers associated 
with it. 

For instance, traffic craves aie 
the leading cause of death among 
IS- to 20-year-olds. Nationwide, 
more than 6,000 teens died in 
automobile acciitenls. That is more 
than 17 e^h day or more than the 
tMn death toll from drugs, AIDS, 
and gun vioioice combined. 

Additionally, while drivers ^es 
13-20 make up only 7 percent of 
licensed drivers, they account for 
20 percent of drivers in vehicte 
accidents. Sadly enough, in 
Virginia during 1996, 238 young 
motorists lost their lives and more 
than 23,000 were injured. 

If you look at 16-ysr-olds alone, 
the tta^itics show that I6-y^- 
oUsare in acadauu a rate neanrly 
eight tiroes the svas^e for aU 
drivers. And the crashes ivnong 
yotmg driveisatt diffsent because 
a much hifh»' pnqxHiion of 16- 
ycu-<M driwnse reqxmsible far 
their Cual oMkea u cooqwed with 
other driven.

year olds arc more likely than 
others to be involved in traffic 
accidents, many involving 
fatalities. Younger drivers are over- 
represented in traffic crashes 
because they are inexperienced and- 
Ihey are more likely to engage in 
"risiy" driving. It is poor judgment 
and risky driving behavior we want 
to get at with this bill. 

The bill would provide 15-18 
year olds with learner's 

permits/driver's licenses subject to 
enhancedi^enalties should moving 
violations occur. For instance, on 
the first conviction, in addition to 
the penalty handed out by the 
court, the under- 18-year-old driver 
would be directed to attend a driver 
improvement clinic. 

For the second moving violation, 
the license would be suspended for 
90 days. And for the third 
violation, the license would be 
revdced for a period of one year w 
until the person reaches the age of 
18, whichever is longer. 

The bill would also limit the 
number of undo'-lS-yew-old 
passengers to no more than three, 
in addition to the under- 18-year-okl 
driver, once the under- 18-year-oki 
driver has been convicted of a 
moving violation. Exceptions 
would exist forth(»e teens needing 
to carpool to work or transport 
siblings. 

There are no nighttime driving 
restrictions in the bill. 

We have had a Oetaa^Oas 
reqxMse to this proposal. M^y 
parents have called or written to 
express their enthusiastic su{^x»t 
We have a solid coalition of 
parents, highway safety, law 
enforcement, m^kal md instvsice 
organizations wc^ng for passa^ 
of the bill. 

With passage of this proposal, 
Virginia would join a nalkmwide 
effcxt to focus sp»:ial attenticm on 
j^MBig. irmxpaiaxxd drivers.

When Claudius learned diat Val- 
entine, die bishop of Interamna. had 
secredy encouraged young lovers to 
appear before him to be wed. die 
enraged emperor ordered dial Valen- 
tine be seized and brought before 
him. 

Claudius was so imfwessed with 
die young priest's nobility and con- 
victi(Hi that he lUtempied to persuade 
him to accept die Roman gods in 
order that he might spare him execu- 
tion. Valentine, however, reftised to 
renounce Christianity; he was beaten, 
stoned wd (^capitated on Feb. 14, 
270. 

White awaiting execution, le^nd 
contoids duu Vakntii^ became ex- 
tremely fond (tf die blind daughter of 
his jailer, Asterits. Miraculously, 
Valentine was able to restore die sight 
of the jaiter's daughter and sent her a 
f£ffewell m^sage just before his ex- 
ecutiim. TbemMe.acccrdingtotradi- 
tiOTi. iras sigi^ "From your ValHi- 
tine." 

The martyred ValcnUne.of cour». 
became a symbol himself — first as a 
fiiend to young lo\«rs mid later as a 
symbol of die Oiuich's triumph ova-

There really was a Saint Valentine, 
patron saint of \o\a%. In fact some 
historians believe there were two. 
The stray goes . . . 
A ini^ a certain Valentine of 
Rome, was 
killed around 
269 difring 
the persecu- 
tion ordered 
by Claudius 
the Goth. It is 
rqported that 
tte Emperor 
Claudius for- 
bade people 
to many be- 
cause he 
wanted all 
men to be 
free to Tight 
for Rome as 
soldiers. 
The priest 
Valentine ig- 
nored the de- 
cree and en- 
couraged young lovers to be married 
by him in a secret ceremony with the 
blesang of the church. It is also re- 
ported that he assisted Christian mar- 
tyrs during their persecution undo' 
the Emperor Claudius. 

Since this was a crime and when 
the seoet marriages w»e discovered, 
the priest Valentine was thrown into 
prison and later beaten with clubs, 
then stoned mA flnally beheaded. 
The second Valentine killed was a 
bishop of Tcmi. They were both be- 
headed on Feb. 14 on the Flaminian 
Way, one near Rome, the other near 
Temi. 

Historians diffo- as to there being 
two Valentines killed in the same 
way. on the same day and on the 
* Flaminian Way. It is thought that 
possibly one man was takwi from one 
city to the other for execution. How- 
ever, the religious significance of the 
day is now overshadowed by the cus- 
toms associated with St Valentine's 
Day. 

St. Valentine's Day is a day to 
remember a very special person by 
sending a token of affectioi, a paper 
valentine, a heart-shaped box of 
choc(rfates, flowers, etc. It's a day set 
aside ion Cupid and his bow, an ex- 
changing of vows from one sweet- 
heart to another, a message saying "I

middle of the 18th century. 

When the postal system was (Vga- 
nized, mailing of valentines became 
acommon practice, and now the greet- 
ing card companies print millions of 
valentines each year with romantic 
and/or comic messages. 

Children in elementary schools 
usually exchange valentines with their 
classmates, and adults oftentimes hold 
their weddings on this special day. 
Messages are al») sent to Valentines 
by way of the classified ads. 

At the present time a dozen long- 
stemmed roses costs around $47. In 
1988, that same dozen of long 
stemmed roses cost $59.25. Regard- 
less of what is said, some things are 
better now than in the good old days. 

Different countries around the 
world celebrate this day in various 
ways: 

Denmark - Youngpeq)leexchange 
pressed snowdrops and original po- 
ems. A Garkkebrer, a humorous mes- 
sage, can also be sent and is signed 
with dots. One dot for each letter of 
the sender's name. If the recipient 
guesses the correct name, they are 
sent a candy egg at Easter. 

Germany and Austria - American 
servicemen spread the custom of 
sending valentine by giving flowers 
to their sweethearts on Feb. 14. 

Spain - Sweethearts exchange gifts 
and wives receive flowers from their 
husbands. 

Italy - In Turin, Italy, engagements 
are announced on Feb. 14 and little 
china baskets and cups filled with 
candies and tied with ribbon are sold 
in the Confiserie Shops for valentine 
gifts. 

Japan - Boys in the classroom with- 
out a sweetheart are given special 
candies as a gift from the girls in the 
class. 

Eleanor Graham in "Happy Holi- 
days" says, "S t Valentine can grant a 
wish for you, but he does not ck) so for 
everyraic. If want to try it, write your 
wish very small on a thin piece of 
paper and roll it in a little piece of 
clay. Throw this into a bowl of water. 
If the paper tscapes and comes to the 
surface — without any help from 
you. you will get your wish." 

In early times valentines may have 
been made by hand with loving care. 
Now most valentines are preprinted, 
but it' s the sentiment behind diis sym- 
bolic Udcen of love and courtship diat 
counts. ¥Tom tfien until now, sending 
valentines is a harmless and some- 
times amusing way of showing that 
we care and for keeping in touch with 
family, friends and sweethearts.

Thomas Sledge can fnobably 
identify with Charles Dalton. the 
hero from Mark McManus' 
adventure novel "Williamsburg's 
Nicholson Street" 

Dalton, an archaeologist engaged 
in excavating a site in 
Williamsburg, finds himself 
bouncing back and forth in time 
between two worlds — the 
dissimilar domains of the 18th and 
20ih centuries. 

Sledge often flnds himself in a 
similar predicament 

During the regular work week, 
Sledge is a 20th-century social 
studies teacher at Great Bridge High 
School. On most wedcends. 
Sledge enters another realm, the 
world of the historic rc-enactor and 
living history interpreter. 

Why is Sledge so irtvolvcd in 
history? What is his mission? 

"I look at it this way." he says. 
"I have to tell the story of a 
people, my people, a story that's 
nevw really been told by anybody. 

"I try to cover those periods in 
history. When I do the colonial 
period, I talk about cdonial 
slavery. When I do the 
Revolutionary War, I talk about 
the role the African-Amoicans 
played in the Revolutionary War. 1 
even go up into modem times. 



World War I and World War H." 

Sledge thinks it is vital that 
young African- Americans know 
that they have contributed to 
building American society. 

"We, as a people, made a 
contribution to society, and the we 
were not just slaves on 
plantations," he observes. "That's 
just die way I lode at it," he adds. 

Although Sledge looks to the 
future, he refuses to forget the past. 

"I'm looking to my future, but 
you just can't forget your past and 
pui it behind you," he reasons. 
"Vour past is important," he 
insists. "My ancestors — and your 
ancestors also — they helped shiq)e 
the future for us," he observes. "If 
my ancestors hadn't done what they 
did, we might still be a race of 
slaves," he speculates. 

"We had people who fought for 
their freedom in every way that 
they could. Some did it as soldiers, 
and some did it as civilians," 
contends Sledge. 

"Hopefully, 1 can help shape the 
future of the young black people 
that are growing up now," he says. 

Sledge wants young black people 
to be proud of what their slave 
ancestors did rather than ashamed. 
He wants everyone to be aware of 
the contributions that all ethnic 
groups have made in building our 
nation.

Another of Sledge's favaitc 
historic periods is the Civil War 
area. He feels that the civil rights 
movement had its real beginnings 
during the period that led up to the 
War Between the States. Several 
of the men that he admires most in 
American history figure 
prominently in this period. 

Among these men are slave axi 
abolitionist Frederick Douglass and 
President Abraham Lincoln. 

Coincidentally, Frederick 
Douglass and Thomas Sledge are 
both Marylanders. At one time. 
Sledge even thought that he might 
have been a descendent of Frederick 
Douglass. When Sledge found out 
that Douglass had selected his 
surname, he realized they weren't 
related. 

"He did away with his master's 



name and picked Douglass," Sledge 
reveated. 

Another American whom Sledge 
has considerable respect for is 
Abraham Linroln. 

"He had the toughest job of any 
president in American history," 
contends Sledge. "And how he 
kept his sanity, I'll never know." 

Among Sledge's preferred 
historical spots are the battlefield at 
Yoiictown and the state capitol. 

"I like visiting Richmond. 
Richmond is just so rich in 
history. Black heritage is 
outetanding there," notes Sledge. 

In Yorktown, Sledge focuses on 
the role that Afrk;an-Americans 
played dtere. In jrarticular, James 
Lafayette, who was a slave who 
served as a spy for the Marquis db 
Lafayette and was freed as a reward 
for his service to the American 
Revolution. "It was actually 
General Lafayette himself who 
petitioned the Virginia General 
Assembly to grant James Lafayette 
his freedom," recalls Sledge. 

Another of his historic heroes is 
Gen. Benjamin Davis, Jr. who 
became famous for his association 
with the Tuskeegee airmen. And, 
perhaps surprisingly, Field 
Marshall Erwin Rommel, the 
Desert Fox, is another historic 
figure who appeals to Sledge. 

As a youngster in Baltim(»c, 
Sledge's earliest memories of 
historic sites include a school fiek) 
trip to Fort McHenry in Baltimcwc 
harbor. 

"That was a long time ago," 
Sledge readily admits.

Grassroots effort reclaiming river 



Editor's note: This is the first 
article f/i an ongoing series 
following the efforts of the 
Elizabeth River Project.

The Elizabeth River snakes its 
way through tidal marshes and 
wetlands, past creeks with 
picturesque names such as 
"Paradise," and eventually 
nourishes the Chesapeake Bay. 

The Elizabeth's history spans 
millenniums, yet it took man and 
machine just 400 years to destroy 
its life-giving presence, pollute 
its waters and weaken its 
delicate ecosystem. 

The river has been a bountiful 
provider for those along its banks. 
It is a spectacular backdrop for 
Waterside, Nauticus and Harbor 
Park, while its channels teem 
with commercial and military 
ships. Recreational boaters are 
drawn tiioc. 

Yet the river also remains one 
of the more seriously polluted in 
the United States. It has been 
dredged to twice its normal 
depth, then filled to two-thirds its 
width to accommodate 
development 

Toxins have accumulated on its 
floor, (Erectly affecting fish and 
other aquatic life. As much as SO 
percent of its tidal wetlands have 
been lost since World War 11. 

An effort is under way by 
the Elizabeth River Project to 
turn the tide. 

The {HOgram that began in 1991 
as simple discussions by four 
people around a kitchen table has 
blossomed into an effort drawing 
hundreds to the cause. 

Under the leadership of 
Virginia Beach's Marjorie 
Mayfield. residents of 
Portsm<wth, Chesapeake, Norfolk 
and Virginia Beach have united 
untter the premise that the river's 
large pr(H>lems cannot be solved 
by government alone. Rather, 
community stewardship would 
make it happen. 



Marilee Hawkins, director of 
Portsmouth's environmental 
services until a year ago, has 
discovered a renewed sense of 
commitment since joining the 
project as an educator. 

"I started out actually as a 
volunteer. I went to the first 
conference that was held at the 
Marriott around 1993. It seemed 
like such an exciting project. 
They had the sheet out that said 
'sign here,' so I signed up and got 
involved rather quickly," the Port 
Norfolk resident said. 

The grassroots efforts involving 
everyone from civic leaders to 
teachers, scientists to fishermen 
appealed to her. 

"It's a process of everyone 
working together to reach a 
consensus," said Hawkins. "It 
was a long process, probably 
about two years." 

A few ground rules were 
established to make the 
Elizabeth River Project a viable, 
workable program. 

"First," Hawkins said, "there's 
no finger pointing. We don't 
blame anyone. It took 400 years. 
When the worst pollution b«gan, 
it wasn't because people were 
breaking the law. It was what was 
accepted in industry. The point 
was finding what was 
economically beneficial as well 
as feasible." 

In April 1995, a 120-member 
Watershed Action Team kicked 
off. In 1996, future actions were 
chosen based on effectiveness, 
affordability and acceptability to 
the community. i 

The action team identified Ave 
critical areas deserving the most 
resources at the time, with 
reduction of sediment 
contamination as top priority. 

"The bottom line is that if 
we're ultimately going to clean 
the river, we have to get rid. of 
some of those old sediments," 
said Hawkins. "We're adding 
new pollution to the river. iHit 
nowhoe near the levels that are 
th»e." 

To remediate the highest

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priority contaminated sites, or 
"hot spots," by the year 2010, the 
Army Corps of Engineers has 
teamed up with the four cities in 
the watershed. 

The "hottest" spot is in 
Chesapeake at Sctiffletown 
Creek, just south of the Cargill 
plant. Other sites lie in the 
Southern Branch of the Elizabedi. 

The second action, combined 
with the first in several cases, is 
to restore wetlands while 
reducing levels of sedimratation. 
Scotts Creek in Portsmouth is 
particularly touched. 

"Something like 25 percent d 
the city's stormwater drains into 
Scott's Creek. It's a huge sink for 
silt fiom the rt^ways, as well as 
debris and toxins from 
automobiles. A lot of stuff has 
ended up there. We're w(»king 
closely with the city looking at 
what we can do there," Hawkins 
said. 

Educattng folks on what is 
happening right in their own back 
yards will be key to the project's 
success. 

That's where Hawkins and 
Laura C. Dukat, public outreach 
coordinator, play an impotant 
rote. 

"It's about educating peq>le as 
to their own stewardship 
responsibility," Hawkins said. 
"We know tlwt a lai^ part of the 
txw poUuticm going into the river 
comes off our back yards, struts 
and storm drains. Each of us has 
a role." 

As pollution prevention 
coordinator, Hawkins wmki with 
businesses to show that "^xxi 
care of the river is also good 
economic practice — that the 
bottom line is good for the 
environment." 

It's a new tl^me to indu^, 
said Dokat, considering 
envircmmentaliAs and biuii^aes 
have often been viewed as "oxms. 
pu^poaea mi bitting towb." 

"Bbi they're not," Hawldns 
mainttlned. '^(pitim is waste. 
Companies (ton't make nK»Ky 
fnm the leftov^i — from i^ 
waste." 

"Watte minimization" has 



become Hawkins' buzzword, and 
she's taking it with her to address 
clubs, schools, businesses, 
anyone or any group who will 
listen. 

"One of the real strengths oi 
the Elizabeth River project is 
that everyone is part of the 
solution," Hawkins said. 

"It's important to point out that 
we're not regulatory. We're not 
like a state agency that goes in 
and fines you. We try to go in 
and help find solutions," said 
Dtdcat. 

Thirty businesses and 
organizations, including I.C. 
Norcom High School, Great 
Bridge Lock Park, Cargill Inc. 
and Agglite Corp., have signed 
on as "River Stars" to "help 
minimize waste, look at their 
IHOcesses and do thin^ in a more 
river-frioidly manner," said 
Duk^ 

A spe^ers bureau has been 
launched to introduce new groups 
to Elizabeth Kivtt Project dfoia. 

They don't have to have a 
science depee or l»ckground in 
environmental sciences or 
comer/v^m to sip on.

Not only dial, he will be die first 
child in the United States to have 
one. 

"He will be covered from head to 
toe, and 99.9 percent of die 
ultraviolet rays will be filtraed 
out," said Alice Pifer, producer for 
die "20/20" segment. 

The garment will be shipped 
from die Johnson Space Center in 
Houston, Tx. as soon as the UV 
lens are completed for the fax 
mask, PifCT said, hopefully by die 
end df die month. 

"We will be here to film Mikey 
before, during and after," she 
added. 

Walker's "invisible frioids" 
watched as he rang die bell for the 
children to come in during the fire 
drill and followed him to lunch. 
Then they all went to the boy's 
house after school, where he daced 
to his favorite country tunes. 
Walker and his brothers lodced 
through die camera and listened to 
die special headphones. 

"It's been so exciting, we really 
had a good time," his mother said 
of die adventure. 

It is probably just the first of a 
lot of national attention that will 
soon focus on the youth. He is 
already being watched by 
physicians from all across the 
country. Many children with 
Walker's disease do not survive 
infancy. Even the Virginia Beach 
child was given only a 25 percent 
chance of survival because of 
secondary problems with anemia, 
jaundice and his heart, liver and 
spleen. 

"He was a green baby," his 
mother said, "yellow from 
jaundice and blue from anemia. 
Now, every accomplishment has 
already passed die doctors 
expectations." 

Although Walker imust be 
protected against colds, he is 
basically healthy and has tons of 
energy. For die Walker family, die 
boy's new "cool sui^" means nrore 
freedom for all of them. One of 
their first adventures will be to 
Busch Gardens. 

Walker is just one part of the 
story for die "20/20" news team.

Moody said her work widi 
children with special needs began 
12 years ago when her 8-year-okl 
nephew, Stevie, came to visit in 
July. The boy was born wiUi 
hypohidrotic ectodermal dysplasia 
(HED), or without sweat glands 
and had to be protected from die 
heat. After a close-call of almost 
losing the child to heat exhaustion. 
Moody vowed to do something 
about it. 

"It scared me so bad, I said I'm 
going to call NASA," she said. '1 
had just watched die movie of die 
'Boy in the Bubble,' anddiought if 
diey can put a man on the moon 
and make a bubble, they can help 
Stevie." 



With support of Po'Folks 
restaurants, Stevie received a "cool 
vest" to help his body stay cool, 
and Moody ca^d up getting phone 
calls from parents from all across 
die country. She's helped supply 
vests for 400 children so far, and is 
currenUy working with NASA on 
Walko-'s "cool suit" 

"Sarah will be monitoring his 
progress and then they will make 
die ffiljustments," Pifer said. "He's 
the prototype." 

According to Moody, Walker's 
"cool suit" will be a white, two- 
piece jump suit made of diin solar 
weave. It will have a head-cover 
similar to a toboggan hat with a 
flap to cover the neck and a 
motorcycle style visor. There will 
also be gloves. And best of all, 
"it's washable and stretches to fit

Trees please 
council, not 
new billboards

City Council has come out 
unanimously in support of the C^rden 
Club of Virginia's position on bills 
prohibiting selective cutting and new 
billboards on the state's highways anl 
(qiposing bills authorizing pruning. 

In ■-•ar rcwlution adopted last wedc,- 
council expressed its support for the 
enactment of House Bill Number 1208 
and Senate Bill Number 581 atd 
opposition to the enactment of House 
Bill 1 166 and 1228 and Senate Bill 686. 
House Bill 1208 and Senate Bill No. 
581 would prohibit the erection (rf 
billboards and with certain exceptions 
other outdoor advertising structures on 
state highways. 

The bills also would prohibit the 
selective trimming or cutting of 
vegetation obstructing motorists' views 
of outdoor advertising structures on stale 
highways unless the vegetation is 
diseased or damaged by natural causes and 
endangers the health of other vegetation 
or human health. 

The three other bills would allow the 
selective pruning, wiUiin state highway 
rights-of-way, of vegetation which 
obsttTicts motorists' views of signs 
displayed on outdoor advertising 
structures. 

The resolution was proposed by 
Councilwoman Nancy Parker at the 
request of the Virginia Beach Garden 
Club. 

Betsy Rawls Agelasto, a member erf 
the Ganfcn Club of Virginia 
Conservation Committee and a member 
of the local garden club, explained that 
the favored legislation was proposed by 
Del. Tayloc Murphy and Sen. Mary 
Margaret Whipple and had three main 
points: to eliminate all new constrtiction 
of billboards, to prohibit all tree cutting 
on the public right-of-way to improve 
Sm trees, Page 10

Jonathan C. Spodek of the AIA's 
Virginia Society Resources Committee 
was on hand to act as chairman for the 
half-day roundiablc discussion. 

He meets with member architects 
every other montii at various locations 
acn»s Uk commonwealth to deal with 
preservation issues from helping non- 
prcrfit groups to conducting discussions 
and offering suggestions to tiiem. 

Spodek's committee is compised up 
of practicing architects, university 
faculty and Colonial Williamsbiffg 
Foundation staff. 

"We're hwe to offer tiiem (Friends of 
the Ferry Plantation House) a little 
guidance, a liiUe advice on how they 
should get started in Uieir efforts," 
Spodek said. "We can offw ame 
suggestions on issues diat we feel are 
important and maybe offer some 
recomnwndaibns on prioritJes." 

His summative remarks %emed v»y 
enoNir^ing. 

"I think you have a great oppwtunity 
to look at how this house dev^oped 
and how it got to die point where we 
are today."

The Allen legacy is a mixed bag

There are moments in history 
when the man and the times come 
together. When that moment 
comes, great change is possible and 
history is made. George Allen has 
made history in the Old Dominion. 

Allen came to office on the crest 
of an electoral tidal wave. Just four 
years ago,- in 1993, Democrats 
were confidently predicting a 
victory for the heir apparent to the 
12-year Democratic gubernatorial 
dynasty, Mary Sue Terry. Terry had 
been attorney general for eight 
years and won re-election to that 
post with record-setting margins. 
Donocratic control of the 
legislature and all three statewide 
offices guaranteed Terry a hind- 
raising and organizational lead in 
the race against Allen. 

Allen went from a large money 
and polling deficit in the summer 
of 1993 to a smashing 18-point 
victory in the fail election. By the" 
close of Allen's term just four 
years later, all three staiewi(te 
officeholders were Republican and 
the 100-year-old Democratic 
ccMitrol of the General Assembly 
had been \x(A£a. 

Many commentators have 
compaied Allen to Ronald Reagan. 
Allen and Reagan share the same 
jovial nature and "aw ^iicls" 
attitude. However, Allen succeeded 
where Reagan did not Allen led the 
Republican effort to capture power 
in both the state Senate and the 
House of Delegates. Congress dd 
not fall to the Republicans until 
six years aflo' Reagan. 

Allen left office as the most 
effective Republican leader in the 
history of Virginia. He has led the 
political fight that. has broken the 
back of the Virginia D^nocratic 
party. Few would dispute that in 
1998, Virginia is a Republkan 
state. 

In terms of policy, the Allen 
legacy is more of a mixed bag. 
Allen achieved some eariy 



triumphs in getting his election 
agenda put into law. His call for an 
abolition of parole was siswered 
by the General Assembly. Parole 
has been abolished for violent 
offenders and crime rates are down 
for the fint time in a generation. 

Allen placed economic 
development high on his agenda. 
He attracted $14 billion in 
investment from high tech firms 
such as Motorola, Siemens, IBM 
and Toshiba. His aggressive 
pursuit of high-tech industry will 
assure Virginia's share of the jobs 
tomorrow. 

On coming to office, Allen 
inherited a welfare reform plan 
from former Gov. L. Doi^las 
Wilder. Allen took what was a 
pilot project and sped up timetables 
and goals for getting welfare 
recipients off the public dole aid 
into training and jobs. Whoi 
President Clinton signed a welfare 
-reform bill in 19996. Virginia was 
ready to take advantage of the 
federal plan to end welfare as we 
know it. 

But as I said, the Allen legacy is 
a mixed bag. Nothing was done to 
redress the imbalance in funding 
between rural school districts and 
wealthier school districts. Here at 
the dawn of the 2 1st century, a 
diild in Southside or Southwest 
will receive fewerresources for her 
education than a child in northem 
Virginia. Her opportunities may be 
diminished just by accident of birth 
and geography. Allen did not 
address the issue of die disparity in 
education funding which consigns 
many of our children to second 
class citizen status. ^w 

How can (me characterize Allen's 
record on the environment? How 
about terrible. Allen began his 
term by firing carew civil servants 
^who understood complex 
^environmental regulations that 
inotected clean air and clean water 
from the excesses of industry. He 
appointed the owner of a steel 



smelting plait to run the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality. 

Allen's secretary of natural 
resources as Becky N(»ton Dunlq). 
Dunlop advocated population 
growth as a way to improve the 
quality of the environment. She 
made no effort to work with 
environmental groups;, refused to 
fine corporate polluters and was in 
general a great embarrassment, so 
much so that Jim Gilmore 
promised not to keep her on the 
job. She is now free to return to 
work for the Christian Coalition 
printing pamphlets (xi a 
mimeogr^h machine. 

Allen also act^ted $100,000 in 
campaign contributions from the 
owners of the company that makes 
Smithfield Hams. It just so 
happens that the state was looking 
at fining the fum for its record (rf 
dumping pig waste into the Pagan 
River. The corporation up b^ore 
judgment then gives the judges 
$100,000. You've got to admit, 
something smelled rotten ttere. 

Allen came to power through his 
own grit and determination. 
Against the odds he won the 
nomination of his party and wait 
on to defeat the Demooatic 
establi^unent in Virginia. His rise 
to power coincided with a 
Republican voting trend which 
Allen nurtured with his politics and 
policy positions. Allen aclueved 
his goals of abolishing parole and 
cutting the size of the state work 
force. He attracted investmrat to 
Virginia, laying the groundworic 
for what he calls "the Silicon 
DominicMi." 

At the end of the day, Allen made 
a difference. And that's what it's all 
abouL

Jerry ^goff: ^ppy (and safe) Boating

When Jerry Rogoff suits up fw duty, the 
retired retailer could spend tte day manning 
the booUi at a local boat show, escorting a 
ship to its destination or assisting in the 
search ics a missing boat and owner. 

Within a mraidi's time Rogoff did all of 
that and more as commander of the U.S. 
Coast Guard Auxiliary Flotilla 57- 
Lynnhaven. 

The auxiliary educates recreational 
boaters and assists die Coast Guard. It is the 
only volunteer organization of its kind 
aid^g the armed services. 

"Right now we're as large as die Coast 
Guard — about 35,000 volunteers — and 
Uie Guard is down to about 35,000 people," 
Rogoff said. "The Coast Guard will tell you 
they couldn't run some of the stations 
widiout us. They're pretty ^(Ht-handed. so 
we fill in." 

The auxiliary aids die recreational boating 
public in three ways: classes, patrols and 
inspections. 

Frequent saffc boating courses are offered 
firee except for cost of the textbooks. 

"Insurance companies are giving 
discounts if you complete our course. Years 
ago we might have had 10 to 15 people in a 
class. These days it's 30 to 50. We're in the 
process of teaching one now at First 
Colonial High School, and we've also 
started an advanced coastal naviption 
course widi 25 peqile," Rogoff said. 

The auxiliary also offers free boat safety 
inspections. 

"We do it at the docks and mmnas, 
inspecting for about 25 safety items such as 
flairs, jackets, lights, anchors — all the 
important things people should have. It's 
also a good one-on-one widi new boaters," 
he said. 

Rogoff remembered one couple last year 
preparing to embark on their first sea 
voyage. 

"They still had Uieir life jackets in the 
plastic bags. They couldn't get to them in a 
hurry if they had to," he said. 

The auxiliary also patrols under Coast 
Guard orders. They're designed to promote 
safety on the water. 

"With so many boats now and all the 
personal watercralts, you read in Uie papers 
that there are going to be additional laws 
any day now. People are coming to us 
looking for education and help. We've 
reached the point where we need some 
additional members." 

To that end Rogoff is aggressively 
recruiting for the local auxiliary. 

notilla 37. tiKMgh small, has dediciued 
members who last year did 97 patrols, 
conpleted almost 600 boat inspections and 
teught more than 20 courses. They also 
stood watch at Coast Guard Station Little 
Creek 750 times and offered 200 cases of 
(qieration suppnt 

"We're not looking for everybody — and 
not just people who want to pay dues. We 
need people who want to give us time," 
R(%off said. 
He offoed himself as an example. 
"I didn't do nearly as much when 1 was 
woricing, iMit I retired two years ago from die 
Navy Exchange Command. We get called 
upon in emergencies all the time. I was 
going fishing at the beginning of January 
and we got called out to help locate a 
missing boater. We've had occasions when 
our people stood by here (Little Creek) and 
had a call. from a boat taking on water. 

"What makes us better dian average on 
the watw, number one, is the training. We 
get a lot of training from the Coast Guard 
and the auxiliary. Also, Uie equipment Our 
boats have a much better level of safety 
equipment than the average boat," he said. 

Rogoff describes Flotilla 57 Lynnhaven as 
a "small but dedicated group." Chartoed 40 
years ago, it now has 50 members "who 
aren't big on meetings, but are big on 
activities. It's an unusual group," Rogi^ 
said. 

There are some cosu involved. Members 
must supply their own uniforms, which 
differs from the regular Coast Guard uniform 
only by a small "A" on die sleeve, and 
boating equipment 

"If you like public service and you like 
boating, this is hard to beat It combines the 
two loves," Rogoff said. "I tell everybody 
that I'w had two years of retirement, and 
diey've been the best two ye«s of my life. I 
love it. It's hard to explain until you haul 
someone in who's been struKted out on the 
««!» and diey diank ^>u." 

Rogoff said this year he'd be hqqiy to 
have "10 good people" sign up for Ae 
auxiliaiy. 

"There is ptenty of c^jpcHtunity to help," 
he ^ed. "There trt auxiliarisu who are 
now qualified r«;ruiien, computer 
specialists, j^w n^ it"

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Black History Month exhibit captures stitch in time

As if caught in a time warp, the 
majestic 18th-centuiyI^ruKis Land 
House sits on the edge of busy 
Virginia Beach Boulevard. The 
handsome brick house, ancient 
sycamore tree uid colonial gwdens 
preKnt a slice of quiet history 
sunoundedby the hustle and bustle 
of modnn technology. 

Adding to the beauty of the 
gracious home is a temporary 
exhibit of colorful quilts made by 
members of the 54-40 Afticoi- 
American Quilters Guild. Through 
March 6, visitors will have an 
opportunity to view the tmistic 
creations of five members of the 
guild, 

The first example hangs just 
inside the entrance. Rich colors and 
gold iMaid give an oriental flair to 
the robe-shaped quilt entitled 
"African Ceremonial Robe." TTie 
piece was crafted by Sandra 
Randolph using a design 
copyrighted by Sondra German of 
Ohio. 

Vickie Harvey, museum 
education specialist at The Francis 
Land House, said "Quilts are 
storytellers. Historic houses have 
stories to tell, so do these quilts. It 
ties in v«y nicely." 

Harvey guided the visitor tiirough 
a room hung with time tfaui half a 
dozo] quilts. 

She pointed to a colorful quilt 
designed in red, gold and beige, 
saying, "This is their raffle quilt 
They actually raffled it off last June 
and the woman who won it moved 
away. They've mailed the quilt 
three times and each time it has 
comeback." 

She laughed, "If Paulette Ellis is 
out thoe, she has a quilt." 

Three of the quilts in the room 
are from the Und«-ground Railroad 
series. Crafted by Joanne Cramatie, 
tile Norti) Star, Jacob's Laddand 
54-40 or Fight quilt designs woe 
used to sipal runaway slaves to 
enter a safe house. 

As Harvey admired tiie quilts, she 
said, "I really like the exhibit. I 
love the colors and brilliance. Hie 
patterning, coloring and use of 
symbolism is a little differmtwitii 
each culture. Some of tiiese quilts 
tell stories in symbolism and some 
in actual pictures."

CramaUe is entitied "Dimensional 
Justice." Created after the beating 
of Rodney King, black on white 
and white on black fabric represents 
Uie races of people. The reid colors 
in the quilt represent blood. A 
chain design is handcuffs and the 
flowers represent the hopes of all 
people coming together as one, 

Cramatie said, "We use what our 
spirit tells us to use." 

Harvey pointed out one of tiie 
quilts diat tells a story in actual 
pictures.

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Fatherhood group speaks out for dads

While the popular movie "Mrs. 
Doubtfire" took the comic 
approach to a divorced dad's 
struggle to stay involved in his 
children's lives, Michael Ewing 
says the scenario is no laughing 
matter. 

Founder of the Chesapeake- 
based Virginia Fatherhood 
Initiative, Ewing doesn't make 
light that millions of dads across 
the country are missing out on 
their children's formative years. 

It's not the just the fathers who 
suffer, he says, but the children. 

Ewing cites statistics gathered 
from three decades of 
sociologists, psychologists, 
criminologists and researchers: 

■ 8S percent of all youths in 
prisons grew up in fatherless 
homes. 

■ 71 percent of pregnant teens 
are from fatherless homes. 

■ 71 percent of all high school 
dropouts come from fatherless 
homes. 

He's working to restore 
"fatherhood" to iu in^oper status 
in society. 

"I'm a divorced dad," he says. 
"Back in the early '90s I started 
an organization called the 
Children's Rights Council 
primarily for non-custodial 
parents — divorced, separated or 
never married — dealing with all 
these issues of custody, 
visitation, support and so on." 

The more Ewing read about the 
effects of absent fathers on 
childhood development and well 
being, the more he knew there

needed to be an emphasis on 

paternal issues. 

, That's when he formed the 

'Virginia Fatherhood Initiative 

(VFI). 

Since 199S, the organization 
has attracted 400 to 500 members 
statewide. A Hampton Roads 
chapter meets monthly at the 
Greenbrier Library to increase the 
father's status in child rearing, 
develop standards for father 
involvement and share 
information on the effects of 
absent fathers. 

"I do what I can for the 
individuals, but my interest in not 
in helping everyone with their 
'ain't it awful' story. My bigger 
interest is the big picture problem 
— what happens when we 
deprive children of their fallHers," 
Ewing said. 

"Anything I can do in that 
regard as far as policy changes or 



laws is where my interest and 
time is." 

To that end the Virginia 
Department of Social Services' 
Division of Child Su|qxMt 
Enforcement has awarded a grant 
to VFI. Monies will be used to 
develop a demonstration project 
to assist divorced or separated 
non-custodial parents with 
custody and visitation probleaa. 

The state received the fiaub 
from the U.S. Department o[ 
Health and Human Services as 
part of the welfare r^orm 
initiatives passed by Congress in 
1996. 

VFI's program, operating under 
the title "Virginia Childfcn's 
Access Program" (VCAP), will 
provide free assistance to parents 
in developing parental agreement 
and in negotiating out-of-court 
resolutions to access (visitation) 
disputes. 

Ewing, a remarried father with 
one 12-year-old daughter, says 
the key is to keep family 
problems outside of the 
courtroom. 

"The goal is to reduce the 
courtload for these kinds of 
cases, save the parties money 
and help reduce hostilities 
between the parents," he said. 

In cases where non-payment of 
child support puts visitation at 
stake, VCAP will step in as a 
mediator. 

"Hopefully, we can solve that 
problem so that child support is 
paid and we facilitate visitation 
at the same time," Ewing said. 

They are anticipating court 
refonds. 



Ewing and his wife, Cynthia, 
have bodi been trained as access 
(visitation) counselcM^. 

"It's a little different from 
mediation because we're not 
necessarily going to remain 
neutral. We may make strong 
suggestions about fixing the 
problem. If that doesn't work, we 
have arranged many 
supplemental services — 
mediation, anger management 
classes, parenting education 
classes, divorce classes," he 
said. 

The child's mental well being 
is itt stake. 

"When one puent serves as the 
gatekeeper and puts severe 
controls on the access of the 
child or children to the other 
parent, they're hurting the 
children — even if no hostilities 
are ever expressed. The one thing 
we're going to keep in mind at 
all times is that, with few 
exceptions, the best parent is 
both parents. 

"We're going to do our best to 
ensure than those children have 
as much involvement with both 
their parents as humanly 
possible." 

His wife's role as the 
stepmother gives their work a 
different perq)ective. 

"I realize how much all the 
laws and courts contribute to the 
problems of the family," said 
Cynthia, herself a child of 
div(»ce.

City wants guarantee of car tax reimbursement

City Council is concerned not 
only with the lack of equity in the 
dispersement of funds to make up 
for the loss in local car tax 
revenue, but with what guarantee 
the city has diat it will get money 
at all in future years undo' different 
General Assemblies and whetha 
the city will get the money on a 
timely basis. 

According to Robert Matthias, 
assistant city manger in &aig^ ct 
legislative matters, the Peraxial 
Property Tax Relief Act of 1998 is 
moving full steam ahead in both 
houses. Although the city "feels 
relatively comfortable with the bill 
as it now stands," according to 
Matthias' report, virtually all of 
the issues of concern to local 
government have been akkessed 



other than some constitutional 
guarantee that the city will be 
reimbursed. The only technical 
issue outstanding at this time, 
according to Matthias' report, is 
some guarantee (hat we will receive 
the reimbursement on a real time 
basis so as not to create a cash 
flow problem. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
still would like to "bring the equity 
more in balance." Northern 
Virginia will receive twice as,much 
as Virginia Beach because its car 
taxes are higher and the cars tend to 
be more expensive. 

Councilman Linwood Branch in 
remarking on the different in 
return, said, "We're already a donw 
city." 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that "this is too serious," 
while councilwoman Louisa 



Strayhom said that the city needs 
to make sure that after the present 
government is out of office, "we 
won't have to wait a few years to 
get the money. 

Spore said that there seemed to 
be some resistance in bringing up 
different versions of the bill. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
pointed out that Virginia Beach is 
in the middle in the amount of 
money it will receive to make up 
for the car tax. He said localities in 
the western part of the state fire 
much worse. 

Councilman John A.Baum saki 
(hat it looked as thought the 
Republicans were caught in a trap. 

Councilwoman Louisa Strayhom

The Sandbridge Civic League lias 
asked City Council to give its 
wild horse round-up qieration 
with die Tidewater Western Riders 
Association official sanction and 
legal protection. 

In a letter to councilwoman 
Barbara M. Henley, Fred W. 
Greene, civic league president, has 
asked that council adopt an 
ordinance making official die 
method of return of the horses, 
which have been visiting 
Sandbridge since October, to 
Currituck County. 

He suggested the (Mxlinance also 
include provisions similar to dwse 
passed in North Carolina, to 
protect the wild horses by 
prohibiting luring, enticing, 
seizing, possessing or harboring, 
molesting, torturing, tormenting, 
and die like. 

Greene said diat the wild horses 
from the. Corolla Wild Horse 
Sanctuary in North Carolina, have 
visited Sandbridge in die past, but 
not in the numbers observ^ for die 
past four mcNidis. 

Five of die six horses in diefu^ 
group entering Sandbridge dirough 
die Back Bay Wildlife Refuge v«re 
capture and allegoUy dispc^ed ol 
in a less than humane mant^-. The 
sixth horse, befriended by well- 



meaning but ill-advised residoits, 
was struck by a car in December 
and had to be euthanized by 
Virginia Beach Animal Control. 

To protect odier horses entering 
die city fixMn die Refuge, die civk; 
league and the Western Riders 
Association devebpeda sbcHt-term 
plan diat would not only protect 
diese endan^ied horses, but insure 
their return to their sanctuary in 
North Carolina.Three horses have 
been removed have been moved 
without incident. 

While the civic league and die 
western riders are prepared to 
continue to provide protection to 
wild horses entoing die city in die 
future, essentially to perfntn die 
duties of animal control, die 
agencies need assistance and legal 
support from die city, Greene said.

So far, his efforts to have the 
Navy address the jet noise issue 
have gone unrewaided. 

"I have had no results 
whatsoever," Stokely said. "I have 
written letters up and down the 
chain of command. They just gave 
me Jq) senoce." 

"i don't think there's anything 
unreasonable about the group's 
aims or what we're trying to do." 
he said, referring to CCAJN. "Tlic 
Navy's good fot the community, 
but what's good for the omsfnunity 
is good for the Navy." 

Conversely, Chesapeake city 
officials are facti with the same 
dilemma confronted by their peeis 
in Virginia Beach: addressing 
residents' concerns while at the 
same time recognizing the 
economic impact of the Navy. 

The Oceana station is the largest 
employer in Virginia Beach, with a 
gross annual payroll of $224 
million. The Navy and its 
personnel and families also ^lend 
another $1S6 million in goods ad 
services annually. 

For Chesapeake Vice Mayor 
John W. Butt, compromise is the 
best solution. 

"We certainly want to work with 
the citizens in the community," he 
said. "We need to work with both 
sides, maybe with the way they fly 



or the time they fly. Cntainly, the 
people who own homes have a 
right to express their opinion, aid 
have a right to have it as quiet and 
pe%«ful as possible." 

One thing that Stokely warned 
Chesapeake residents to und»aand 
is that CCAJN is not anti-Navy. 

"This is not anti-Navy," he said. 
"This is saying, 'let's take the 
entire community into account' 
We're just saying we really want 
their attention, and we'd like to see 
them change the way they do 
things at the base - not to get rid of 
the base or interfere with the 
operations, but to tone them 
down." 

The irony of asking the Navy to 
modify its operations, when just a 
few years ago residents worried 
about the possible closure of 
Oceana, is not lost on Butt. 

"The Navy and the military 
means a lot to the whole country," 
he said. "When they were having 
base closures, everyone here was 
fighting to keep them open. Sine 
we have all the naval cairias 
coming into the Hampton Roacfe 
area, they need a place for those 
planes to land. I think things can 
be worked out" 

The next public meeting of 
CCAJN will be March 7 at 10 
a.m. in the cafeteria of the 
Lynnhaven Middle School.

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High Renaissance artist opens exhibit 



The works of artist Levon 
Mnazakanian, a contemporary 
master of the high Roiaissance 
style of painting, will be cm 
display at Regent University this 
Wednesday through March 12. A 
reception for the artist will 
officially open the exhibit the 2Sth 
at 4:30 p.m. 

Mnazakanian was born in 
Armenia, a section of Soviet 
Russia, in 1923. He studied art in 
Yerevan, Moscow and Leiningrad, 
and eventually became an 
acknowledged master of High 
Renaissance style, his worics being 
compared to diose of Rembramb 
and Da Vinci. 

But Mnazakanian's subject 
matter and interpretations, which 
were v»y Christian in nature, drew 
fue from the Russian government 
during the anti-God »a of the early 
l%Os, and he was pressed to 



change his style. Seeking to 
presCTve his freedom of religion and 
his gift of expressing his painting, 
Mnazakanian left his native 
country, finding asylum in the 
United States in 1%5. 

Shortly after his arrival in the 
U.S., Mnazakanian was granted a 
one-man show by the Copley 
Society. Since then, his work has 
received critical acclaim in this 
country and abroad. His paintings 
are in many churches and private 
collections throughout the U.S. 
Locally, several of his works are 
on display at the studio 
headquarters building of the 
Christian Broadcasting Network. 
many of Mnazakanian's paintings 
are also housed in churches and 
collections across Europe, such as 
that of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in England. 

Although his works have been 



likened to those of many great 

masters of High Renaissance art, 

Mnazakanian's work is uniquely 

his own. He does not use 

photographs in producing his 

paintings, rather he strictly pursues 

studies of real life and uses live 

models Car his figurative 
compositions. 

"When I, as an Christian artist, 
am successful in capturing the 
essence of God's majestic and 
harmonious creation, I will 
accomplish my goal of 
communication, whicli is to permit 
the viewer a spiritual insight and/or 
contact with the Creator," 
Mnazidcanian said. 

In inactice. he strives to qjproach 
the technical skills of the High 
Renaissance period as much as 
humanly possible. In an 
unsuccessful pursuit to find 
unadulterated cold-pressed linseed 



oil, he resorted to pressing his own 
linseeds using a hydraulic press. He 
stretches, primes and gessos his 
own canvas and grinds his own oil 
paints as done in the cenhiries-old, 
time-consuming mann^. 

Through experimentation and 
study, he has sought to uncover the 
lost technical secrets of the 
Renaissance Masters and feels that 
he has made significant progress in 
rediscovering some of their 
methods. 

The collection of nearly 50 of 
Mnazakanian's paintings, including 
a breathtaking impression of 
Christ's Resurrection, will be on 
display in the Regent Lilwary 
Promenade on the second floor. 
The public is invited at no charge, 
weekdays and Saturdays during the 
hours of 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. 
throughout the two- week exhibit

Gene Carter, a 

professor of interior design at 
Tidewater Community College's 
Chesapeake Campus, was on 
hand to c(Nifer with the architects 
from Spodek's committee at the 
prominent historic home. He 
also submitted a reftirbishment 
proposal for restoring the intoior 
of the Ferry Plantation House. 

The proposition proffered by 
interior design program students 
included restoration and 
preservation of the trim and 
details, preservation of tte 
plaster walls, flo(»ing 

preservation and repair, wmdows 
and glazing, locks and hinges, 
paint studies and painting, 
heating aitd air ccmditioning 
systems, fireplaces and 
chimneys, plumbing and 



electrical, and restoration of 
aichitKtuial features. 

Carter's interior design studrats 
are also in the process of 
researching the interior decor of 
the house as it would have 
exists betweoi 1830 and 18S0. 

In addition, they are in the 
process of measuring the house 
in ah effort to {HX)vide complete 
set of blueprints for the historic 
structure. The finished blueprints 
will include "full scaled detail 
sections of all interior trim and 
construction detailing of 
windows of the first floor main 
block." 

Jo Howren, president of the 
Friends of the Ferry Plantation 
House, seemed encouraged by the 
committee's suggestions and 
proposals as well as excited 
about the fiiture of the house. 

"^e had a lot of expertise and 
e;q)erience in this room who, as

far as I was concerned, were ^le 
to show us some new ways and 
new perspectives of looking at 
the situation that had not been in 
focus before," she remarked. 

"Hiey articulated several ideas 
that particularly impressed me. 
One being that the house itself is 
the artifact here. The important 
thing here right now is the 
house. We have to consider that 
as the primary artifact," she 
insisted, 

"We cannot create archival 
conditions here for delicate 
pieces, or we will end up 
harming the structure itself." 

Preserving the Ferry Plantatioi 
House was thought to be an 
unrealizable goal by many. Afker 
four years of agonizingly slow 
progress, the project is finally 
beginning to gain some 
momentum. 

Since the first of the year, the 
pace toward preservation has 
picked up considerably, 
according to Howren. 

She is encouraged by the 
involvement of the people and 
organizations that have stepped 
forward to lend a hand in 
preserving the old plantation 
house. 

"We've been inching along for 
four years here with a project 
that some people said was 
impossible. We've just been 
doing it one step at a time," 
Howren said. 

The preservation process is 
gathering momentum, and the 
ground swell of support is rising 
nq}idly. 

Howren and her Friends of the 
Ferry Plantation House have 
apparently caught the wave of 
success. How long and how tar 
that surge will take them 
remains to be seen. 

"It's a little bit like a 
tsunami," Howren confided. 
"And we're just going to ride it 
to the point where the house is 
stabilized and open again."

"The best way to describe 
Reside With Pride is a 'quasi- 
city agency* composed of 
citizens and people from the 
Housing and Neighborhood 
Preservation Department. They 
act as a clearinghouse to locate 
homeowners — low-income, 
disabled and elderly — who need 
assistance. They then funnel 
them to the appropriate gi^p or 
agency who can help them, like 
Paint Your Heart Out."

Minding manners is mission 
of Beach etiquette expert

Manners, manners. 
What child hasn't been told by 
their mother to take their elbows 
off the table and to never, ever 
slurp soup? 

The dining room, much less a 
restaurant, can be a daunting 
place for any youngster who has 
pondered which silverware to use 
with their meal and. more 
importantly, how to use it. 

A quick lesson is in order, 
which is where expert Tina 
Pestalozzi comes in. 

A certified consultant trained at 
TTic Protocol School of 
Washington, the Virginia Beach 
resident shares the skills 
necessary to ihanipulate 
silverware, graciously greet 
acquaintances and converse 
confidently. 

All of this comes in two 
courses. Etiquette for Today 
planned for two upcoming 
Saturdays at the Chesapeake 
Conference Center, and Dining 
and Etiquette Camp, slated for 
March 21 at The Founders Inn. 

Pestalozzi remembers being 
baffled as a child by the 
complications of "polite" living. 

"I remember what it was like 
before I knew what to do as far as 
silverware and correct behavior," 
she smiled. "I think everyone 
feels much more relaxed when 
they know what they're doing — 
or think they know what they're 
doing." 

In the days where "anything 
goes," Pestalozzi says is no 
wonder children are confused 
about correct etiquette. 

"The rules are changing all the 
time. For instance, many 
restaurants serve anyway they 
want to. It leaves people 
wondoing what they should do." 
Pestalozzi 's training at the 
nation's leading etiquette firm 
was nothing less than intensive.

billboard visibility, and to uicrease 
the permit fees to cover the costs 
of administration of billboards. 

Judy Terjen, a member of the 
Virginia B^h Garden Club and of 
the Garden Club of America, said 
that this is the first time the 
Garden Club of Virginia has 
written its own legislation. 

Agelasto pointed out that nine of 
the top 10 tourist cities in 
Virginia have some sort of 
billboard legislation, iix;luding 
Virginia Beach, which indicates 
that beautification of an area is 
what tourists are looking to visit 
instead of clusters of billboards. 

She said the bill would only ban 
new billboards and would not ban 
all off-premise advertising signs. 

Agelasto also pointed out that 
the Outdoor Advertising 
Association wants to cut trees on 
public land including those trees 
planted with tax[»yer money; to 



increase the current cutting size for 
trees to six or eight inches in 
diameter and trees as tall as 40 feet; 
to scare businesses into thinking 
the Garden Club of Virginia wants 
to ban all off-premise signs; 
unlimited billboard expansion; to 
take a public property for the 
benefit of a private industry; to put 
structures behind public trees aid 
tten demand the trees be cut; to 
continue the industry mot^hmoit 
on VDOE's former policy of no 
cutting in front of billboards. 

Councilwoman Reba McOaam 
said the legislation il very 
important. 

According to the Gardm Club of 
Virginia, the total number of 
billboards is going up by as much 
as 5,000 to 15.000 new ones a 
year. The current number of 
billboards on federal-aid highways 
in the United States is about 
500.000. up from about 300.000 
in 1%5. 

Virginia has an estimated 7.500 



billboards, 5.6 billboards for every 
10 miles of federal aid highways. 

Virginia has 2,629 non- 
conforming billboards, but few are 
removed because the kdaai 
highway beatification act has beea 
amendeid, under pressure from the 
billboard industry, the Garden Club 
said, to require billboard owners to 
be funded with our taxpayer dollars 
before removal. 

Permit fees charged for billbt^ids 
are low-Virginia has a $432,000 
yearly deficit in costs to administer 
billboard control, the fifth highest 
of the 50 states.

School Board seeks $6 million 
for integrated data system

The school system will have to wait 
for the adoption of the city budget on 
May 12 before it receives City Council 
approval of up to a $6 million 
appropriation for a new integrated data 
system. 

City Council members at a woilc 
session Tuesday acknowled^ the need 
for a new system, but wmited to include 
consideration of the approbation along 
with the rest of the budgM. 

Financing for the project would be 
available from unanticipated monies of 
over $5.5 million from the additional 
Federal Impact Air funds, Department of 
Defense funds and an unanticipffied 
settlement from Trigon Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield. 

Victoria Lewis, chief financial officer 
for the school system, said that ihese 
funds, intended for the school division are 
appropriate for the one-time expense for 
the implementation of an integraied 
system. 

Lewis pointed out that the grand jury 



report on the fiscal 94-95 school budget 
deficit recommends the purchase of an 
integrated position control system 
linking budget, personnel and j^ytcAl. 
Lewis said the system would will alk>w 
better monitoring and control of 86 
percent of the school division's finds 
which are related to personnel costs. 

The school system has different data 
bases tot its human resources and payroll 
departments so that time-consuming 
match-ups are neeckd in a system that 
has 9,500 employees but compensates up 
to 11,000 employees such as part-time 
clerical and substitutes who are not 
maintained in the human resowces 

The schools are using a system 
abandoned by the city in 1989 in favor of 
a integrated system. The school division 
and the city used the common payroll 
system until 1989 when the city 
developed its current system. The 
replaced system is still in use by the 
school system and is close to 20 years 
ol4 

In addition to the separate data systems. 



the school system has to use 
voluminous computer i^ntouts, Lewis 
said. The lack of integration betwwn the 
systems makes it possible for. ai 
employee to be paid from the payroll 
system without proper authorization 
from the human resources deparunenL 

Council members did not see the reed 
of moving ahead on the School Boani 
request immediately since bui^ 
approval is less Uian three montiis away. 
Questions were also raised on the 
advisability of esublishing- the $6 
million figure since it might tend to 
discourse tower bids. 

The school system is working c« 
RFPs (requests for proposals), a pmcess 
that will take three or four weeks before 
submitting the project to bid. 

School board member Neil L. Rose 
said that if the system does not have 
council's authorization in advance swne 
consultants would be less likely to bid at 
a cost of $50,000 to $100,000. With a 
smaller pool the bids would tend to be 
higher. 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. said.

Cooper recalls 
forgotten craft 



Thoroughgood 
visitors treated 
to peel< into p0st

Guests at the historic Adam 
Thoroughgood House were treated to a 
look Saturday at the nearly foigouen 
craft of coopering — barrel building 
and cask making. 

Local cooper Bob Harvey was on 
hand to demonstrate the "lost art" of 
coopering that authw John Seymour 
describes in "The Forgotten Crafts" as 
"truly an art, difficult to learn and one 
requiring long experience and great 
skUI." 

"Barrels were die shipping 
containers, so they were used for 
shipping everything," Harvey said. 
"Hardware, tools, china, clothing — 
all of those things. They were used 
very much the way we use canlxwd 
cartons." 

Generally, they were used once and 
dscanied 

Tobacco was shipped from colonial 
Virginia to England in huge bands 
called hogsheads, which were tighUy 
packed with tobacco. When the 
hogsheads arrived in England diey 
were taken apart — completely apart 
— to remove the tc^acco. 



Harvey speculated that the wood 
from the disassembled barrels might 
have been used for firewood and for 
fashioning smaller wooden vessels. 

Apptttitlce coopers, according to 
Harvey, spent considerable time 
leaning their craft. 

"It was a lengthy, lengthy term. It 
took six or seven years as an 
^prentice to learn the trade," he said. 
At one time in colonial Amoka, 
die number of coopers almost equ^ed 
the number of blacksmiths. Wooden 
shipping containers were in such 
demand that the services of skilled 
coopers were required on every 
plantation and on every ship. Of 
course, not all coqiers possessed die 
same degree of skill. 

"I don't think all of diem had gone 
Uirough a{p%ntic^ips; I tiiink many 
of diem probably had been trained in 
some basic fundamentals by trained 
coopers so diey could do things Hire 
put buckets together," Harvey 
qjeculated. 

"Buckets will faU apart. That's one 
of die hazards of a bucket. If its nrt 
used property, it will fall apart. You 
can train a carpento- to do some bask 
coopering, and I think that's what 
hqipened in a lot (tf cases." 

Slaves were often trained in 
coopering.

Few issues in recent decades have 
dominated Vtrginia's political 
landso^ like Gov. Jim Gilmore's 
plan to cut the personal property 
tax on cars and trucks. That kka 
proved to be the defining theme of 
the last election, and it continues 
to resonate with citizens across the 
commonwealth. 

The fate of the car tax plan now 
rests with the General Assembly. 
The Senate already has passed a 
version of the car tax cut, but after 
several efforts the House of 
Delegates remains locked in 
combat over an issue that has 
divided them into two camps: 
those who respect the will of the 
people, and those Who continue to 
believe they know better than the 
voters. ' 

The legislators who oppose 
cutting the cartax have resorted to 
smokescreens and diversions. First, 
they diallenged the plan's 
constitutionally, an argument that 
was soundly and logically rehtted 
in ah opinion by former Attorney 
General Richard Cullen. Next, ihey 
challenged the cost of the plan, as 
if Virginians would change their 
mind upon discovering govnnment 
is taking even more of their money 
than we had suspected. Finally, 
opponents challenged the manner 
in which the tax cut will b€ phased 
in, ignoring (he basic, fiindarnaital 
premise: the car tax will be cut as 
promised. 

As a final act of desperation — 
and a transparent attempt to thwart 



the will of the people — 
opponents of cutting the car tax 
now are offering an "altranative:" 
cutting the sales tax on food. This 
plan, while it may have merit, is 
by no means a substitute for the 
mandate and reqxmsibility given to 
Virginia's elected representatives. 

The citizens of our 
Commonwealth spoke with a 
unified voice on election day, and 
their message was clear and 
resounding: cut the car tax. Not a 
single candidateran on a platform 
of cutting the sales tax on food. In 

fact, only in recent weeks has there 
been any discussion or intoest 
what«)ever in the "food tax," and 
that has been generated by 
opponents in the General 
Assembly. Those legislators 
should not deceive themselves as to 
what the people of our 
Commonwealth expect and 
demand, and they should not 
assume they can substitute their 
own wisdom for that of the voters. 

It is encouraging that so man 
legislators have finally embraced 
ux relief, and there may be 
opportunities to pursue other tax 
cuts in time. However, our 
priorities for this session are well- 
defined. It is a matter of character 
and integrity that Virginia's dected 
representatives keep our word by 
cutting the car tax first. Oar 
citizens have told their government 
what they want; we must act 

This debate is not about 
competing tax plans. It is about 
those opponents who will say and 
do anything to keep Gov. Gilmore 



and those of us who st^ppott 
cutting the car tax from ke^g 
our promise to Virginians. If Gov. 
Gilmore had nu^ cutting the food 
tax the cenu-al theme of his 
campaign, the oppositicm would be 
calling for cutting the car tax 
instead. 

The political chess match now 
occurring in die General Asembly 
does not truly rq»esent the will of 
the people. Indeed, the attempts to 
pit region versus region in the car 
tax debate and paint horror stories 
about state services being slashed 
only serve to highlight the 
reluctant of some to trust the 
wisdom of Virginians in this 
matter. These diversions reveal 
only partisanship and 
(^tructionism. 

The truth is, Virginia's economy 
is thriving, and our citizens deserve 
a dividend. They know best how to 
spend their hard-eamed money to 
provide for their families. When 
b(Hh parents have to work to pay 
for all of their taxes, it is time for 
Virginians to demand a change in 
priorities from their govonment 
They did that with enthusiasm in 
Novwnber. 

We will keep our promise to die 
voters. No matter what distractions 
or "alternatives" the opposition 
may summon, Virginians already 
have spcken the final word on this 
issue. 

It is time for the General 
Assembly to heed the will of the 
people. It is time to cut the cm tax.

Prostate screening: 
a man's lifeline to 
lasting health 

Today I finished my 20Ui radiation 
tre^ment for prostate cancer and the 
prognosis is good. 
First let me again plead with all 
men age SO 
and over to 
have an an- 
nual digital 
rectal exam 
and PSA 
blood test. 
Men widi a 
family his- 
tory of pros- 
tate cancer 
should get an 
annual PSA 
test and digi- 
tal rectal 
exam starl- 
ing at age 40.

should also 
have an an- 
nual digital rectal exam and PSA test 
staling at age 40. 

I was fortunate indeed to have a 
highly experienced urologist in Dr. 
David Gallo, a member of Urology 
Associates of Tidewater, which con- 
sists of a group of urologists second 
to none. I had been having some 
inoblemsover the years and Dr. Gallo 
had been kecpi ng a close watch whkh 
is an option once cancer cells are 
discovered. Once changes start to 
become noticeable — and Uiis is done 
dirough PSA blood testing uluasound 
. biopsies and other means — a deci- 
sion has to be made as to what treat- 
ment is best for that particular pa- 
tient. 

Prost^e cancer can be treated by 
one or more of die these methods: 
sui^gery, radiation therapy, hormone 
therapy and chemotherapy. 

The mediod selected to treat pros- 
tate cmca depends on its stage, its 
speed of growth and die age and 
gvieral health of the patient 

In my case I was not a good candi- 
date for surgery because of my age 
and an existing pulmonary condi- 
tion, so the decision was made by my 
(kxrtois, myself and my family to go 
with the radiation and hormone 
therapy. In addition to having a group 
of fine doctors, the Sidney M. Ctoan 
Cancer Treatment Center at Chesa- 
peake General Hospital is available 
to me, and I only have to drive a short 
distance to g^ there. A^un, I was 
fortuntfe. 

The center is first class and is under 
the directorship of Dr. Mathew P. 
Sinesi, a radiation cmcotogist who 
has made quite a good name for him- 
self in diat fieki. Sinesi and his staff 
are well uained in how to make the 
patient comfortable and trusting in 
them. Each uip is kind of like oU 
ixmieweek. 

I'm sure I will miss seeing Umn 
each day when I have fmished my 
treatments. I have 16 more to go. Fbr 
thoK who have never had radiati<m 
you d(m't feel anything. 

In addition to the radiation, yoa 
may take die luteinizing hormone — 
releasing hormone LHRH dienq^y. 
Hiis ther£^)y is simple: it involves an 
injection every 28 days or evay 12 
wwks. 

I b^ all men to have a prostate 
exam as soon as possible. It could 
save a bt of problems later on or 
perhaps your life.

Judy Zlrmn: 'Birds ofafeatfur

Judy Urwin's work is literally "for the 
birds." 

Entering the aviary at the Virginia Marine 
Science Museum, she's got a screech owl 
lethered to one arm and a roaming eye 
scanning the foliage for other feathered 
fronds. 

Quickly her sights settle on Caesar, a 
royal tern, his white feathers a stark contrast 
to the mucky ground. Perched on a log is 
Cleo, one of the museum's two resident 
turkey vultures. Lining the chain link fence 
for a better look at the surrounding tidal 
marsh are graceful egrets and blue herons. 
Tinier birds stir amid the foliage, with the 
slight rustle of reeds and grasses giving 
away their presence. 

Most visitors don't realize how many 
species of birds make their home in the 
half-acre aviary because they arc so 
difficult to see. But Urwin's trained eye 
finds them quickly. 

As assistant curator/birds at the Virginia 
Beach museum, Urwin is fulfilling~a 
longtime fascination. 

"Not a whole lot of places have a native 
Noth American bird exhibit. It's been a new 
thing, probably in the past 10 years, fa 
people to have wetlands exhibits. Everyone 
focused on the rain forest, not our own 
backyard. It's time people look at the 
wetlands and species we're wiping out with 
all our develc^ment." 

Urwin's petition calls for her to know not 
only how to care iot the birds, but behavior, 
natural history, medical care, diet 
requirement and how to set up an exhibit to 
accommodate many ^lecies. 

'This is a new thing to have these species 
in captivity, so we're a lot learning as we 
go along. I have to do a lot of research 
every time we're going to get a new 
species," Urwin said. "Determining their 
diet is half the challenge for many of these 
birds." 

With a working marsh ecosystem and 
moving tide, it proves a challenge. The 
aviary houses more than two dozen species 
of shore and marsh birds found in Virginia. 
They include cattle egrets, brown pelicans, 
great blue herons and others. Creatures 
within the aviary are injured and non- 
releasable birds that otherwise couldn't live 
in the wild. 

Because of the special needs of these 
birds. Urwin can't do it all alone. Volunteers 
are needed for a new Avian Team. 
Participants will be dedicated solely to bird 
identiflcation and interpretation of 
bebavkirs, characteristics and calls at the 
Owls Creek Marsh Pavilion. They may also 
assist fidl-time avian staff with general bird 
care. 

No experience is necessary. Urwin said, 
just interest and enthusiasm. A series cf 
training courses will familiarize volunteers 
with the birds. 

"These are birds right in their own back 
yard. They just have no idea what's lurking 
in the grass. Because it's a natural exhibit 
it does create a problem. They can be 
standing in the grass and I can walk right to 
them, but others can't. With these 
volunteers we'll teach them not only the 
natural history of a particular species, but 
where to find them in the exhibit. When the 
public walks in, they could walk right by 
some birds." 

Urwin says "bird people" are basically 
one of two types. 

"It's the person who really likes birding, 
or the person who loves exotic birds and 
keeps them as pets." 

Birds caught Urwin's fancy because she 
always likes the "underdog." 

"They get looked over. Everyone likes the 
cute otters with the big, brown eyes, then 
they see birds and are like, 'Oh, it's just 
birds.' When you can have someone in the 
exhibit who can s]»rk the pec^e's interest, 
you can make them realize that these birds 
6o have a personality." 

Her favorite is perhaps the most 
"uiKlerdog bird" of all — the vulture. 

"Yes. they're stinky, but they're so well 
designed for what they do," she smiled. 
"Ttey've got that bald head so they can just 
stick their head in the carcass and not have 
to worry about getting muck on their 
feathers! They're just new." 

Urwin, a member of the Audubon Society 
and Natmv Conservancy, predicts the Avijui 
Team will probably draw a lot of bird

enthusiasts, but she'd like to see folks 
curious about birds as well. Once someone 
gets involved with the program, she knows 
they'll develop real feelings of owi^rship 
toward tlwm. 

"Just watching how they (birds) all 
interact together is fascinating," Urwin said.

Stephen Hopson is 37, but he 
has the soul of a child. 

He is short, sweet, quick and 
articulate, and he sees the 
possibilities in life as deafening. 
He takes risks, and the 
combination of his words and 
actions produces a dynamite 
package that's a feat for any man, 
much less who who's been deaf 
since birth. 

But Hopson has not let that 
handicap stand in the way of 
anything he wanted to do including 
shattering the glass ceiling of Wall 
Street and becoming a humorous 
motivational speaker. 

"I love that sound (of ^iplause)." 
Hopson said after a presentation 
Wednesday at Ocean Lakes High 
School. "I realize my mission is to 
make a difference." 

Hopson was just one of the 
speakers brought in for a wcdc- 
long youth seminar held in honor 
of the Horatio Alger Scholarship 
program. Ocew Lakes was selected 
as one in 104 schools in the nation 
to participate in the program, the 
Horatio Alger Association is a 
nonprofit organization dedicated to 
the belief that hard work, honesty 
and determination can conquer all 
obstacles. 

Senior Justine Hernandez has 
also been selected as a recipient of 
a S5,000 college scholarship 
granted by the foundation. Dtning 
ihe week-long celebration, 
Hernandez and the entire student 
body was treated to a seminar with 
the theme "Show Me a Hoo. 
Show Me the Way." 

For the students, Hopson lived 
up to that theme. 

"You have a choice," he told 
them. "You can stay home and 
watch television and become a 
couch potato or you can stick you 
neck out and take chances." 

Hopson told stories of his youth 
and how he failed at every sport he 

tried. Finally in his senior year, his 
greatest desire was to be on the 
swim team, so he shaved almost 
every inch of his body including 
his head. 

"I felt like a new perscm," he 
said. 

When the com0etftfon began, 
Hopson was str excited he swam 
the backstroke with all his might 
and hit the wall. He didn't mskt 
the swim team and he was the only 
bald student in school. Ifopson 
leaned over and showed the students 
a bald spot on the back of his head. 

"It still hasn't grown back," he 



Hopson went on to tell other 
humorous stories of his 
determination, and how he became 
the Hrst deaf managen»nt trainee at 
tlK Bank (tf New Y(xk. 

"Hundreds of other financial 
institutitms rejected me," he said. 

For five years Hopscn worked as 
a financial ctmsullant at M»riU 
Lynch. While there, he increased 
sales 1,700 percent in less than 
four years. In that position, he 
bailt and managed multi-miUion- 



dollar investment portfolios for 
U.S. clients. His salary aven^ 
$300,000 pCT year. 

Hopson' s status and money 
didn't make life totally fulfilling 
and he was still changing. 

"I used to hate myself," he said. 
"I didn't want to be deaf, 1 dkbi't 
want to be different and it's been a 
life-long internal struggle." In 
December 1996, Hopson was 
sitting on the beach in Miami. 

"I was reading a book with the 
sun's rays beating on my back," he 
said, "and it hit me. 1 knew I was 
to be a motivational speaker." 

"God had given me the gift of 
speech," he said. "I had to tell the 
whole world. It was like I won the 
lottery." 

Hopson admitted he was scaed, 
and his mother thought he was 
crazy. But he remembered how he 
had spent eight years in his 
bedroom when he was young 
pretending to be teaching. He 
purchaseda video camera to leooni 
himself and joined Toastmastors. 
He became the first deaf person to 
win a humorous division speech 
cmtest. 

Today, he is a member of the 
National Speakers Association and 
a contributing author and associate 
editOT of The New York Times 
best-selling "Chicken Soup for the 
Soul" series about people with 
disabilities due out lata' this year. 

He has also been featur&din a 
cover story for "Careers and the 
disABLED" magazine and has 
received worldwide press coverage 
on CNN and numerous newspapers 
including THe New York Times. 

Perhaps one of Hopson greatest 
accomplishments is what he gives 
to others. Following the 
presentation at Ocean Lakes High 
School, Hopson met with the deaf 
students for a time of fellowship. 

"The students loved him," said 
Sharon C^rvalho, teacho- and media 
liaison, "they could all relate to his 
stories." 

Senior Travis Can was also 
moved by Hopson's message on 
taking risks. Carr is also deaf. 

"It was really good," Can said. 
"I'm willing to take a risk in 
getting a job. I want to try 
carpoitry or masonry." 

The same was true for the rest of 
the student population. 

"I think he's brave to come out 
and speak like that," said freshman 
James Barrington. "The audience 
really respected him." 

Scholarship winner Hernandez 
also received inspiration from 
Hopson. 

"He was wondwful," she said. "I 
have never met anybody so 
talented" 

Hernandez said Hopson urged her 
to take a risk in following her 
dream to go to Christc^her 
Newport for college. For 
Honandez, that will be a big step, 
as her family will be moving bade 
to California, while she stays here 
to go to school. 

"We were all meant to help each 
other," Hopson maintained. '1 
kiK}w I've made the right choice to

elementary, three secondaiV) as 
semi-finalists. These 12 stele-level 
semi-finalists irere(x%ni3»dby the 
National Science Foundation and 
become canMatea for the 
I^esidential Award. 

Then, one science teacher and one 
madiematics teacher at each level is 
recommended by a national 
selection committee of 
distinguished scientists, 
mathematicians and educatcffs. The 
final Presidential Awardees are 
chosen by the White House, which 
also makes the official 
announconent of the winners. 

The Presidential Award program 
was established in 1983 by former 
President Ronald Reagan. The law 
was amended in 1988 to include 
elementary teachers. The National 
Science foundation's Division oi 
Elementary, Secondary and 
Infcmnal Educaticm is chaiged with 
administering the program for the 
White House. Elementary and 
secondary teaches in all SO states, 
the District of Columbia, PiKito 
Rico, U.S. territories and the U.S.

Cooper recalls 
forgotten craft

"A lot of the coopering work 
was done by slaves." Harvey 
said. "The example that I like is 
Thomas Jefferson's slave who 
was first a carpenter, then trained 
as cooper and then trained as a 
blacksmith." 

Within the trade of 
coopering there are at least three 
skill levels. Dry coopering was 
the lowest skill level and wet 
coopering at the highest end of 
the skill specbum while white 
coopering was somewhere in 
between. 

"Dry casks were used for 
potatoes and apples and things 
like that. Thetight or wet cooper 
made win&<;ts&or cider ca^. 
In between was the white cooper 
who made open-ended, strai^t- 
sided buckets and tubs." he said. 

As a cooper. Harvey rates 
himself right in the middle. 

"Almost all of the things that I 
make are straight-sided. I make 
barrels from time to time, but I 
don't do it often enough to really 
be confident of my skills." said 
Harvey. "I can make barrels like 
that. I can make the tight Uiings, 
but it really a struggle forme to 
do it." he said. 

"One of the advantages of 
serving an apprenticeship is that 
you have somebody looking over 
your shoulder, telling you at 
every step where you're going 
wrong," said Harvey. "Since I 
didn't serve an ^)prenticeship, 
that's why I haven't picked up 
die confidence at that level." 

Harvey received most of his 
formal training in the art d 
coopering at East Field Village 
in New York State. 

"We were there for a week. 
We cooked on a hearth, slept in 
the 18th century tavern and 
bathed in the cow pond with the 
cowsJ It was great, and the cows 
didn't mind," Harvey recalled. 

"When you make a bmrel 
stave, you actually taper the 
stave at both ends." 

When they're assembled in one 
hoop...it bulges out because the 
middle is wider than the ends," 
he pointed out. When iron 
binding hoops of standard sizes 
are driven toward the widest part, 
the staves are squeezed tc^etho- 
IfOTming a sealed receptacle. The 
key to a barrel's tightness has 
always been die shape. 

Acconiing to Harvey, there are 
two distinct advantages to the 
barrel shape. The barrel shape 
makes an extremely strong 
container, and die barrel can be 
quite easily moved by one 
person. 

"It can be rolled and the 
direction can be changed by just 



spinning it." he noted. "AnodiCT 
thing is that it can be tumbled 
end over end down a narrow 
passageway. That was an 
advantage for people that were 
using them aboard ships," he 
(*served. 

Strictly speaking, containers 
constracted of wooden staves and 
hoops are not barrels. They are 
more accurately described as 
casks. 

A cask is a generic term for 
wooden containers made of 
staves and hoops from a butt 
which is a cask which holds 108 
gallons to a pin which is a cask 
with a capacity of 4 1/2 gallons. 
In cooper's language, a barrel is a 
cask with a capacity of 36 
gallons. 

Harvey has used a 

variety of woods in his 
coopoing endeavors. 

"Actually, I try to use a little 
bit of everything because that's 
the way it probably happened on 
a plantation," he hypothesized. 
"They were cloning the 
plantation so that it could be 
planted. In diis pan of Virginia, 
we had cypress and white cedar 
so I've used materials diat 
would've been available." 

White oak was preferred for 
fabricating casks to hold Uquids 
such as wine and ale in colonial 
Virginia. 

Harvey still has his first 
coopering effort— a white cedar 
bucket. By his own admission, 
his craft has improved 
considerably ova the years. 

"To be perfectly honest, it 
would probably leak right now," 
he said. "If I made diat same 
bucket today and it looked like 
that, I'd probably leave it at 
home. And I would never bodier 
to show things to people and go 
around to demonstrate." 

What does Harvey like about 
coopering? It's a very po-sonal 
diing. 

"My great grandfadier was a 
wheelwright and he also was a 
blacksmith. He made wagons 
and wagon wheels and the 
hardware for wagons," recited 
Harvey. 

"I lutve some of his tools; I 
kind of like die fact Uiat — in 
my second career — I'm doing 
something that was similar to a 
trade of a relative. It's kind of a 
personal diing," he affirmed. 

"And thai the idea of having a 
skill — and practicing 
scMnething that is really foreign 
to most of us in the Wlh 
century," Harvey contended. 

"The eye-hand coordination 
diat it takes to cut die angle on 
the edge of a stave is kind of 
exciting to me. That's about it."

School Board considering 
calendar, schedule change 



The Virginia Beach School Boaid 
is scheduled to consider a 
recommendation to change the 
starting time of many schools in 
the city as well as adjust the 
calendar year by two days. The 
discussion of the proposal will take 
place at the board's March 3 
meeting. 

In the meantime, the school 
system is asking for community 
opinion on the proposal through a 
telephone Voice Poll system. 

The recommendations are: 

■ Add 15 minutes to the 
insuiiclional day at the elementary 
level. 

■ Add five minutes to the 
instructional day at the middle and 
high school levels. 

■ To eliminate double bus runs, 
initiate staggered starung times for 
elementary schools, i.e. half of the 
city's elementary schools will start 
30 minutes earlier than the other 
half. 

■ Consider a \W-6ay calends. 

The recommendation was shqxd 
by a school system committee 
comprised of teachers, principals, 
adminisyalors and parents after 
several months of deUberation. 

According to Joan Mason, 
assistant superintendent of 



elenientary education and chair of 
the committee, the changes aie 
necessary for several reasons. Most 
notably, new Standards of 
Accreditation, which have been 
adopted by the State Board of 
Education, mandate that 75 patent 
of annual instructional time at the 
elementary level must be spent on 
the core subjects of 
reading/language arts, mathematics, 
science and social studies. To 
comply with this requirement, 
Virginia Beach needs to increase 
instructional time in the 
elementary schools. 

"The 15-minute addition at the 
elementary level will allow us to 
comfortably meet the new SOA 
requirements. This increase in 
instructional time along with the 
addition of five minutes at the 
secondary level will allow the 
School Board to consider a 180^ 
calendar," said Mason. The 
Virginia Beach school system 
currently has a 182-day school 
year. 

Parents, staff and studenu an:

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Tucker: Crime fighting starts at home 




Editor's note: The following 
comments were made by Interim 
Police Chief John Tucker at the 
January NEAT summit. He 
highlights strides made in 
community policing in 1997. 

"When I was asked to make some 
remarks I wasn't certain what to 
relate to you. I knew that simply 
reciting statistics wasn't a good 
idea. However, there is one that I 
do want to share with you. Crime 
is down another 5.8 percent. This 
is the sixth consecutive year of de- 
decreased 
crime in 
Portsmouth. 
Exactly why 
is unknown, 
but we've all 
worked 
together this 
past year — 
citizens, law 
enforcement , l ., , 
and other . J^^J""?^' , 
agencies — ^^^^ ^^^^^ ^^^ 
and we can only hope that our 
combined efforts have resulted in 
the desired effect 

There was a report in the paper 
last Sunday that indicated that 
although crime was down, some 
people didn't experience the 
reduction and didn't share in the 
success. I can understand that. As I 
told a reporter, crime is a personal 
thing. If you're a victim, it doesn't 
matter much to you if s(xneone 
else is not and there were 500 fewer 
crimes — you were still a victim. 

All of us are here today to look 
at the larger picture. The city's 
progress in fighting crime is 
measured by crime statistics that 
are document^ on a yearly basis. 
We didn't get to where we are 
overnight and we won't solve all of 
our problems quickly. We will 
have successes and we will have 
failures. We may make great strides 
forward in some areas while at the 
same time falling back in others. 
But we've consistently shown over 
the last six years that the situation 
is improving. Our overall gains are 
getting larger and we need to 
' continue working towards the goal

of making Portsmouth a sda 
community. We will never 
eliminate all crime, human nature 
wMi't allow it. What we must do 
is work toward eliminating those 
events and attitudes over which we 
have a)me influence and control. 
Today we are here to do just that. 
Obviously, we are here because 
we all share similar concerns, 
concerns that you will hear repeated 
again and again -?- that the youth 
of our community are our future, I, 
for one, am pleased to sec that they 
had such a large hand in devebping 
the agenda and organizing this 
summit. We are here to look into 
the causes of youth crime. We are 
also here because we don't want to 
repeat some of our eariy 
community policing mistakes. 

We went into neighborhoods and, 
since we were the experts, we told 
you what your problems were and 
how we would solve them for you. 
That approach was wrong and we 
learned that very quickly. Out of 
those eariy failures came NEAT 
(Neighborhood Enhancement anl 
Action Teams) and our current 
philosophy of policing in 
Portsmouth. 

Through this summit we hapz 
not to make those same mistakes 
in evaluating youth crime and 
problems. We want to bring adults, 
young adults and youth togeth^ 
and create a dialogue on the causes 
of youth crime and solutions that 
all of us can implement. 

Certainly, youth violence is not 
confined to the city of Portsmouth. 
It's a problem everywhere. But are 
we to say, "Well, we are no wwse 
off than other cities." I don't 
believe so. It's your presence here 
today that says, "We are better. ^ 
see a problem and we are going to 
do everything in our power to 
solve it!" 

Over my 20 years in law 
enforcement I've seen three things 
that I believe are root causes of 
violence and crime, particularly 
those'that involve our voung adults 
and youth: 

■ First, the failure to take 
responsibility for your own

actions. 

■ Second, the perceived need to 
resort to lethal force to resolve 
minor disputes. Recently a 16-year- 
old was sentenced to 43 years for 
killing. This tragedy stemmed form 
a fight over a basketball game! It 
was devastating for all involved. A 
young adult is dead and the life of a 
\^^gw-o\i is destroyed. There is 
no alternative. We must clemge 
this use of force mentality. 

■ And third, this one I think is 
obviously to everyone — drugs, 
the involvement with drugs in any 
manner. Using, dealing, 
associating with those who do, or 
just being around drugs. 

We've all heard about the type of 
drug-related shootings that can and 
do occur, and the bullets are quite 
impersonal. When they leave the 
barrel they don't care whose body 
they strike or whose life they 
destroy. 

In additicxi, the negative 
physical, social and economic 
impact drugs have on the 
community is evident. We need to 
reach those people who 
demonstrate these negative 
behaviors. Undoubtful that many 
of them are here today, so they are 
the ones we must look for and 
reach out to. 

We can't allow these self- 
destructive attitudes to continue to 
destroy generation after generation. 
All of this brings me to the 
purpose of our summit today. 



First, we want you to break into 
small NEAT groups to examine 
problems specific to individual 
neighborhoods. Next, you will 
develq) solutions you can commit 
to implementing. And finally w 
need you to commit to foUow-up 
meetings, because all of the woric 
can't be accomplished today. 

I know we are asking a lot frtMn 
you. But, this is a partnership 
between law enforcement, the city 
and responsible citizens of all agts 
to solve problems that currently 
reduce the quality of life in our 
neighborhoods, lower jM-qjcrty 
values and most importantly, 
destroy futiBVs. 

I am speaking now to the youth 
and young adults in the audience. 
We need your input. I can only 
relate to what it was like to grow 
up when I was {K:tually doing it. 
I'm sure that's the case with 
everyone else here. 

We can imagine the pressures 
exerted by society and one's peers 
on today's youth, but we can't 
know their impact. That's why it's 
so important that you be involved 
in devek)ping strategies to combat 
the oime that is plaguing you and 
your communities. 

During the summit we will be 
establishing a Youth Crime 
Prevention Council. This is a 
logical extension of our 
community policing efforts. I am 
asking our young people to sign 
up today or contact your NIO 
(Neighborhood Impact Officer) \aXEx 
and sign up then. I am asking you 
to get your friends involved in 
developing realistic solutions to 
the problems you see that we 
cannot. We can't succeed without 
your help. 

It's been said many times before, 
but it bears repeating: the city 
cannot be successful unless the 
citizens suf^xirt it, and it's only 
through our joint efforts that we 
will req> all the benefits of our 
successes."

High Street Landing opened 
and has welcomed over a qaatla 
million people arriving by ferry. 
In third quarterof 1997, lodging 
tax was up 9 percent over 1996 
taxes. Because of outstanding 
programming at the Arts Center, 
visitation was up 149 percent 
during the same p^od. 

Over the years, the lodging tax 
in Portsmouth has been fiiiriy 
flat, ranging from $200,000 to 
about $215,000 for the past 10

The bed aid 
breakfast business is booming 
for Portsmouth, including two 
bed and breakfasts in Ode 
Towne, a new one opening in 
Port Norfolk, and we are proud 
to announce the arrival of the 
Bianca, the only boat are! 
breakfast inn in all of Hampton 
Roads. 

All of these businesses 
woricing together should show a 
significant increase in lodging 
tax over die next several years.
